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of the Climatfe, of the Temper of the People I cartnot 
rcfblve you; I rather think Subjefts are fuch as the 
Rules and Laws of the Government make them. 

The renowned Lady Zardb, (tho* of obfcure Pa- 
rents) was Born in the Reign of Rolando, King of 
Albigion, one of the. mofl Gallant Princes the World 
ever had, when Gallantry was fo much in Vogue, 
that it was as almoft Natural to be a Gallant l , as to 
Live : In thofe Happy Days it was* (he firft received 
the Breath of Life, common to all other Creatures 
as well as her, but which none has improv'd to that 
vaft Advantage. Her Mother's Name was Jenifa, 
a Woman in a low Sphere, but had k large Occu- 
pation; was one who knew the World well, and 
was ftudious of her own Interefi ; though fhe was not 
admir'd for her Wit, that Dtfeft was fuppli'd byr 
fome little Arts fhe had peculiar to fome fort of 
Women, by which Means fhe gain'd the Hearts of- 
all Men who conversed with her* 

In a few Years Zarah grew up to the Admiration of 
ail that knew her Birth and Education, for her Mo- 
ther had inftrudted her in every Art that was necefla- 
ry to engage and charm Mankind, fo that fhe fooa 
became the Object of their Wifhes and Defires, as 
well for the Excellency of her Converfation as the A- 
greeablenefs of her Beauty. About that time there was 
one Hippolito, a Handfome Gentleman, Well Born, 
Young and Vigorous, who had pleas'd other Wo- 
men, and was reputed to make his Fortune that 
Way ; fhe had Twice or Thrice feen him at the 
Ball, which was freequently made in thofe Days for 
the Diverfion of the Ladies •, Hitpolito was excellent- 
qr Dancing, and always came off with Applaufe and 
Admiration; every Step he took carried Death 
with it, and made all the Company praife him,,, 
which fenfibly ■ touch'd Zflrah'% Heart: *Tis not un- 
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ufual to. find Women affected with -a Man's .Men* 
upon Occafions of that Nature ; She wasjdeeply fen- 
fible of the 'Applaufe and Honour beftow'd by the 
Company on Hippolito \ when fhe came from the 
Ball (he cou'd not forbear being Melancholy arid 
Penfive, even before her Mother ; fhe could nei- 
ther Eat, Drink, nor Sleep -, this troubled extream- 
ly the Indulgent Jenifa, who was fo inquifitive affei* 
the leaft Concern of the Health and Pleafure\oi her 
Daughter, that fhe was more in Pain than her td 
fee her languifh as fhe did ; fhe cou'd not Imagine 
what it fhould be that fhe fhould hide it from fucli 
a Mother, and was fo much concerned at it fhe could 
not reft for thinking of it ; Zarab was more and 
inore Love-Jick) which by degrees grew fo upon 
jier, it alterM her quite 5 the good Mother." redou- 
bled her Care, and if it had been poflible wou f dhav6 
redoubled her Love ; fhe pray'd her every Moment 
if fhe was in Lov,e to tell her the Caufe, and protefted 
fhe would not flick at any Thing for her Satisfa'6U- 
pn, fo tender a Regard had the Old Woman for 
( her Daughter's Paflion. 

Zarah perceiveing her Mother's Fondnefs, and 
how plealantly fhe flatter'd her moft pafiionate De r 
jfires, cry'd out with a furpizing Tendernefs, Hip- 
polito is the Man the moft Charming in my Eyes^ and 
.the moft Accomplijtid on Earth \ but alas^ he loves and 
is beloved again by Clelia, and you know, continued 
fhe, what Difadvantages a Lover lyes under^ to have 
fi Rival that is both Proud and Handfome j be/ides the 
[Title of Chief Miftrefs to the King gives her both Power 
and Favour to oblige him^ and affords htm the greater Plca- 
fure and Ambition to be obliged: For Clelia is wholly pof 
fefsd with a Paffionfor Hippolito j floe loves the King as 
moft Miftrefth of thai Kind ufe todo^ that is 9 as far as the 
JPower of a Monarch could make her love a Mail who rai- 
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what he did, At kft Zarab got the liberty of her 
Tongue, which at other Times was voluble enough, 
and anfwer*d > I believe. Sir, (laid fhe) you bave mif- 
taken the ObjeS cf your Pefjian^ for I am not igncrant 
Clelia is her, the happy Jbe> for whom tbofe foft and ten- 
, der things were meant. I confefs Madam, faid he, Ckli^ 
is wy MiJIrefs, but deferves not to poffefs a Heart wbofe 
Eyes bav* fan & Lady fo Beautiful as you are : and n$- 
thing but a Pajfwn equal to that I bave for you cou'd pre- 
vail upon me to think lefs of her. Nothing but the extre- 
mity of your Beauty \ whofe Charms are irrejiftable y cou'd 
excufe me. But let a Man value bimfelf never fo much 
en his Integrity ; yet a Paffion raifed in him by a Perfon 
jB Amiable as you^ will be Proof againji all Batteries 
af Duty or Interefi. 

We may eafily guefs thefe paffionate Expreffions 
of Hippolito were not a little pkafing to Zarah^ who 
reply'd, That fhe believed he was a generous and bra ve 
Man y but that his Heart vjas its orjon Mcfier y and v:ot£& 
hue one to Day y and another to Morrow y that bis S nti- 
ments "Jiere fubjeSl to change as other things \ tba* Lrse, 
Eke Nature* was not Charming to him but Variety \ F:r 
Example \ fays fhe, to Day you are for me y but Three cr 
Four Days hence you will be for another. And you wou y d 
think it byujiice in we to expeR that you fbottd be 
truer to nzc than you are to Clelia. 

It may be admirM perhaps that Two Perfons fb 
little acquainted fiiou'd in fo few Minutes become ib 
familiar •, but we mud know Love in thofe Countries 
makes far quicker Progrefs than in ours, where the 
Winds, and the Snow, and the Rain, fpoil his Wings* 
and hinder hi.s Flight ; for it is the Cuftom of the 
Grandees of that Country, when they have not a 
particular Inclination for any Woman, to take this 
to D.iy, and another to Morrow : And having loft 
the Taftc of Lcve y to Search for Pleaiure in Change 
and Variety. ' "Xlilxs 
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Thus while the Two Lowers were wholly engagM 
fa their Amours, Hippolito us'd all the Gallantry of 
a Courtier, and all the Indearments of a Paflionate 
Lover. Jenifa, who had contrived this Interview* 
and likewHe procur'd Clelia's Abfcrice, and refolv- 
ing to ftrike while the Iron was Hot, goes dire&ly 
to Child's Apartments, on purpofe not fo much to 
Surprize the Lovers, as to compafs the Defign which 
flie was then carrying on, of Marrying her Daughter 
to Hippolito. They heard a Noife at the Door; 
what fhould be the meaning of all this ? Said jthey one 
to another, having a Thoufand Fears upon them, 
tho* they could not imagine that s any Perfon in the 
Apartments cou'd make the leaft Difcovery of an 
Intrigue, whkh was fo accidental, that neither of 
them was the Contriver of, or could have imagin- 
ed to happen. But at laft Jenifa breaks- open the 
Door, comes in quite out of Breath, and throw* 
her (elf half Dead (as (he pretended) into- the Armsr 
of her Daughter. What frightful Fancies had Hip-- 
polito then in his Head ? He prefently imagined they 
were utterly undone, and that it was by Cklia'% 
Contrivance, not fufpedling Jenifa y % Defigns in the 
leaft. 

Blaft my Eyes, faid (he, what is this I fee ? (And 
then fhe let fall a* Shower of Tears) Hippolito! » 
And alone in your Company? For Heavens Sake, my 
daughter •, tell me how he came hither ? and on what De- 
fign? Zarah not knowing what to Anfwer or Reply* 
continued Mute, while Jenifa loaded Hippolito with 
a Thoufand falfe Reproaches for his Unworthinefi 
in undertaking fuch a Bafe Attempt. This was a* 
well-manag'd Scene on the part of Jenifa, who had 
not fo much as let her Daughter into the Secret, 
but fell upon her with that pretended Fury, that 
Hippolito interpofcd,. Jmd ufed all his. Endeavours* 
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fcft She Ihould be ill Handled. * He was ienfibljr 
touched to the Quick at this Outrage, and no Con- 
fideration of Life or Duty cou'd have prevented him 
from doing Violeijce to Jenifa, had not the Fear of 
lofing Zarah pretfail # d more upon him than her 
Refcntment. 

The Scuffle was no fooner over, but Hippolitoj 
before the Mother's Presence, took Zarabj a^d em-*' 
bracing her tenderly, Madam* faid he, the Dangers 
ypu have gone through on fny Account, and the cruel Af- 
fault you have now endured^ will make me for the Future 
fiudyyour Repofe and Satisfaction more than my own Love, 
/ho 9 it is no eafy Matter to be difengagfd from a Pqffiori 
like mine. This Declaration anfwered not Jenifa's' 
Intentions fo fully as fhe defired, ibr fhe was afraid 
this his Paffion of warm Love wou'd dwindle in- 
to cold Friendship and Refoed, but that Zarah's Re- 
ply relieved her doubtful Fears ; Sir, faid (he, / am 
ffitisfied you have a Value for me by the kindnes of your 
ExprcjJionSj and the Concern I ol ferv'd you in at this Ren- 
count er> but I can never have the Vanity to hope you can 
fo eafily quit your Paffion for Clelia as to think of loving 
any other. But you Jballfind, Madam, anfwer'd Hip-*, 
polito, that all the Paffion I can have for her, will 
nevet binder the Tenders of Love I offer bere- 9 I will 
quit all fny Pretenfions to Clelia, that I may prevent 
all Difpute with a Perfon to whom I am fo deeply . 
fbUg'd, that there can be nothing fo dear to me but I 
viill part with it for your Sake. 

At this Jenifa fmil*d to perceive the good Effe&s 
of her Policy, while Hippolito made her a Thoufand . 
Oaths he would keep within the Bounds of that Re- 
fpeft and Difcretion (he might expedt from the fe- 
vered Virtue, and protefted he defired only till to-" 
Morrow that he might have an Hour's Difcourfe . 
with Clelia. Jemfa y wha knew, too well the Fickle- K 
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hefs of Men, and all the feducing Arts the Women! 
are Miftrefles ofc reproach'd him for fuch a Thought* 
while he requefted it of Zarab with all the kindeft 
Words and the moft tender and paflionate Expreffi- 
bns imaginable : Zarab anfwer'd, She owed that Duty 
to her Mother, and that Virtue to. berfelf Jbe wou'J 
mt betray for the whole fPbrld; fince be badprofefs'J 
fuch a Paffion for her, and her Mother was now be- 
come a Witnefs of it, fhe did not know howjhe could pari 
from hep j without giving her fuch Satisfaftion as Parents 
in tbofe Cafes expelled. I have ? Honour and Virtue too* 
faid he, as you have, and the Precepts of 9 em are per-, 
baps as fever e as you,rs\ but Love is ftronger than all 
the Precepts in the fPorld. 

This began to nettle Jenifa, who was not vety' 
well pleas'd to think of any thing that might delay 
their being immediately Married, and therefore fhe 
told Hippolito there was but one of rhefe two Things? 
^hat ought prefently to be refolved oh, either that 
Clelia be made privy to this Affair; and then he might 
eafily guefs what , wou'd be the Confequence both 
as to himfelf and Zarab, or elfe to Marry her, which 
might preferve both his Honour and his Intereft;' 
for the King would be better fatis'fied to have his' 
Rival Married, and then Clelid, faid (he, cou'd not 
Reproach you with a- difhonourable Aftioh. Hip~ 
polito was filent fot a Time, as if he ftudied what 
to fay, but Jenifa prefling him" to declare what he 
would do, looking with a Melancholy Air, he told! 
her with fome Trouble, Madam, faid he, / am the 
moft Unfortunate of Mm, efpecially in Love ; 2arah, ad- 
ded he fighing, the unkind Zarah, has not the leaft 
Tendernefsfor me, no, nor the kajl Pity for the Torments 
fhe fees me fuffer for her \ and unlefsyou will be a little 
fynder to me J know not what will become of me : Let me btff 
know what you defire of me, andwba$ it isyottdbaveme 
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do. I wotfd have you refohe, faid Jenifa^ inflanitf i& 
Marry Zarah ; J have a Prieft attends without, ready to 
perform the Ceremony. This Propofal aftomfh'd him 
on the fudden fo extremely, that having blufh'd at 
it very much, he knew not what Aniwer to make, 
while Jenifa obferving the Diforder he was in, went 
direftly and fetch'd in the Prieft, who without 
more Hefitation performed his Office, and pro- 
nounced them Man and Wife. 

As foon as this was effefted, to Jenifa's great Sa- 
tisfaction, and Zarah's Defires, Hippolito, to both their 
Amazements, left the Room, and made a Thou- 
fand Refre&ions on his 111 Fortune that had drawn 
him into fuch a Fatal Snare j not but he was paP 
fionately plcas'd with Zarah's Beauty, and perlwa- 
ded fome Confiderable Greatnefs wou'd attend her,' 
but the Confideration of being out-witted, and as 
it were forced into fuch a Compliance, grated up- 
on him exceedingly, and feem*d to be the chief 
Thing that troubled him. 

But Zarah finding him leave the Chamber fo ab- 
ruptly, and fearing left what had then pafs'd, might 
occafion Hippolito to do fome rafh Aft, immediately 
followed him into the next Chamber, where finding 
him in a Pafiion, almoft beyond the Power of Rea- 
fon to manage, and enough to put him on the moft 
defperate Enterprize, fhe fell at his Feet with all 
the Agonies of a defpairing Lover ; Am I then defpis r d 
already ? faid fhe - 9 and with Tears in her Eyes con- 
tinued, Do you infult o'er your Conqueft, becaufe it was 
fo tafify gain'd? Ton have already too cruelly wounded me, 
not to pity me % a little. More fhe would have faid, but 
the Excefs of her Paflion ftifled all her Endeavours 
to proceed, and fhe funk down under the Conflift 
between her Love and Refentment. Hippolito 
fiiatch'd her from' the Ground^ rai$*d her up into hir 
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Arms, and clafpt her round with all the Tendernefs 
poffible ; for the Tranfports of his Love had banifh # d 
the Extravagance of his Fury, and he melted into 
all the Softnefs of at happy Lover -, It is beyond Ima- 
gination to conceive the Joy Zarab was in at this 
fudden Change of Hippolito •, and being about to re- 
turn his Paffion an eaual Fire, after having given 
him fome Looks that difcover'd her Inclination, Ihe 
had Time to fay no more, than Heaven and my Hip- 
polito fupport me, for I'm ravi/b'd with Excefs of Plea- 
sure ; when Clelia, in a defperate Frenzy, occafion'd 
by what had happened that Night, enter'd the Room 
where thefe two Lovers feem'd fo happy ; but hean- 
ing of a Voice (he knew, and Hippolito** Name, fhe had 
not Conduct enough to flay and obferve them, but 
haften'd forward, and rufh'd upon them, when Ihe 
was too well fatisfy'd, ''twas Zarab and Hippolito fhe 
jaw. Ab^ ^raytoTy cry'd fhe, is it poffible, you fhotf d 
be' thus ungrateful? Have you the Confidence to make nfy 
own Lodging the Scene of your Villany ? Could you find no 
other Way for Revenge, but to make meWitnefs of your 
Infidelity ? Barbarous Man, continu'd rfie, Is this the 
Way you repay my former Services to you ? Madam, faid 
he (with a Coolnefs of Temper, and Prefenca 
of Mind peculiar to him, ) i 'tis fit you fhould hear us 
Jpeakfor our felves\ and if you pleafe, we will fend for 
thofe who fhatt juftify us, and you fhall fee how we will 
defend ourfelves. What a Rage, what a Fury did this 
put her in ! Good Heavens I laid 'Ihe, to what will this 
Impudenee arifei At that fhe feiz'd the Sword he had 
on, not knowing which of the two to begin with 
.firft, being both equally perfidious •, fhe thought at 
Jaft Zarab, as moft Criminal, wis firft to be facrifi- 
£ed to her Revenge ; and juft as fhe was. going to 
ftab her, ttippolito interpoied, and receiv'd a flight 
, Wound upon himfelf by (laying of her Hind, when 
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$ie threw her feif upon him, Traytpr, faid (he, this 
Blow was not refertfd for thee, thoufhalt not have the 
Power of being Jirft reveitg'd. 

At thefe Words, and the Buttle that- was made* 
Jenifa and the Prieft not being yet gone, entered in T 
to the Room: But, Heavens! what Confiifion and 
a Trembling feiz'd Clelia, when fhe fawthem! This 
was a Scene more fhocking than what her Thoughts! 
and Jealoufies could ever have iuggefted to her: 
Cods I (he cry'd, (with all the Rage and Fury that 
iDefpair could raife) What mean thefe Apparitions here? 
tyhy that old Hag? And why that bawdy Prieft? What* 
have you RobPdme? And what have you done with my 
Hippolito ? And then fhe ran round the Room like 
^ diftradhrd Woman, feeking in every Place, but 
the Noife continuing, all the Servants awak'd, and 
pme running in to their Lady's Affiftance, fuppo- 
iing fome Misfortune had happened ;* but when they 
faw Hippolito was there, they readily withdrew a- 
gain, knowing the Diforders the Family had been 
fometimes fubjedt to upon his Account; and he 
jperceiving plelia's Paffion too violent to hearken to 
&ny tjiing he cou'd fay at that Time, committed 
lier to the Care of her Worpan, and with the reft 
£)f the Company retired. 

In a few Days this A&ion was nois'd all over the 
Court, and at kft it came to the King's Ears, who 
jTeem'd ito be pleased with the News that Hippolito 
Ws married! and that he now fhou'd be quit of the 
Rival that had alienated from him the Atfe&ions of 
a Woman he loved the bed in the World ; for the 
King was no Stranger to Clelia's Unfaithfiilnefs, not- 
withftandine He ' continued to doat on her Charms. 
Upon this he ferit for Hippolilo to Court, gave him 
Joy of his new Bride \ and repeated Affurances of his 
continued favour tabim. This fo much furprizM Hippo* 
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lito, that he knew not whether to thank his Majefty 
for thofe Expreflions of his Bounty, or no; think- 
ing it could not be real, but that Clelia had told the 
King all that had happen'd, and that this was done to 
mock him : But you may guefs the Surprize was ve- 
ry agreeable to him, when the King continued in 
this good Humour, and told him, He was firry he was 
notfo happy as to know the Lady that he bad made his 
Choice, for Jhe could not but chufe be very bandfome, finco 
be very well knew be bad a good Tqfte in what was beau- 
tiful or Agreeable. He dejired to fee her, and reproach' £ 
Hippolito Very handfomefy, in telling him not to be con- 
cern* d> if Jhe was as fair as he beHev'd her, for be would 
moderate bis Dejires, and not think of invading any Marts 
Property again, Jince Clelia had fhown him what be had 
to expeft from the moft Charming of her Sex. This put 
Hippolito into fome Concern, left the King ihould 
tax him with his former Love to Clelia ; but inftead 
of that, he being a Perfonage of admirable Wit and 
Pleafantry, began to be very facetious, and railly him. 
What would become of Men andWomen of Gallantry, fays 
he, if when they engage in Kindnefs with one another, they 
fhould abfolutly fell themfelves, and not be allow* d to change 
when they grow weary, or have an Inclination for an* 
ether: 'fas a Natural Right to be/low our Affeftions 
where we pleafe, and revoke them when we pleafe : They 
are wretched who enjoy not that liberty. And you know* 
"Hippolito, continued the King, I glory in thofe Max- 
ims; for if Clelia had not been of my Humour, I fancy 
I fhou'd not have loved fo well-, and perhaps I love her 
for nothing more, than that Jhe loves Inconftancy. I once 
endeavoured to engage her to befalfe to me, infomucb that 
I told her one Day, I dreamt I had feen her in your Arms y 
fndit was not long ere I found it true : Now, Hippolito, 
fitiu'dyou takk it ill, the King fhould do as much for you as 
jftf did then for him? Tef> without Doubt, fays he, Sir, 
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for I dU it not for that Purpofe that you Jbottd do as much 
for me. Well* aniwers the King prophetically, if L 
do not, another may. This pleafant Dialogue was 
fcon interrupted by one lefs entertaining ; for Cle* 
Ua± who had heard of . Hippolito's being there, who 
had free Admittance always to the King's Prefence,. 
enter'd very Majeftic^lly with that haughty Air, na- 
tural tojier Temper when provok'd: and thus ac- 
ceded the King: Is it thus you love me* Sir 9 to enter- 
tain and countenance the Man that has abused me? And 
you* perfidious Traytor* fays fhe to Hippolito* how durji 
you approach your Royal Mafter you have injured? 'Ti$ 
hard to reprefent the Aftonifhment, the Fear, and 
the Confufion of Hippolito* when he heard thefe 
Words, knowing how apt the King was to be fer 
cluc'd by this fair Flatterer : For pleafant as he was 
Hvith Raillery before, he was forcM to hear what was 
fpoken ; and without examining any farther into the 
Reafon of Clelia's Refentment, cries out to her, Ton 
falfe one* without Honour or Truth* do you reproach me? 
Is this your Requital of the Obligation I laid upon you in 
making you what you are ? There was harfher Language 
tn the Cafe, which I fhall forbear repeating •, how- 
ever Hippolito came off with flying Cokmrs, and 
Jeft the King arid Qlelia to make up the Breach be* 
fwixt theipfelyes. 

Jenifa all this while was over-joy '& to think lhe 
Jvad married her Daughter fo well, confidering all 
Circumftances ; for Hippolito was a gallant Soldier, 
and one that had the Favour of the Court ; for he 
had ferv'd in the Armies of a Neighbouring Prince, 
who was famous for the beft Generals and the beft 
.Troops then in the World, and he, wa$ look'd upon 
at that Time as one that was the likelieft to be pr^* 
ferrM, whenever the Nation had Occafion to make 
,Ufe of his Services that Way* However it w*s, he 
■••■'" in- 
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increased his Efteem both with the King and Court, 
fo that Zarah and he liv'd very great and fplendid, 
and began to draw the Eyes of envious People upon 
them, who ftood gazing with Admiration to behold 
their Hidden Rife, and fuccefsful Proceedings, while 
Hippolito infenfibly wound himfelf into the Favour 
of Duke Albanioy the King's Brother, and next Heir 
to the Crown ; who was a warlike Prince, and gave 
Encouragement to all Gentlemen about Court, who 
had been bred in the Field, or had a Genius to Arms. 
For having been educated in his younger Years 
with Drums and Trumpets, though he was forced 
from their Noife at Home by a fatal Neceflity of 
relinquifliing his own Country, to embrace a long 
and tedious E*ile, he had ftill a ftrong Inclination 
to War, as hoping to make a better Security, if ever 
he came to the Crown of Albigion, by the Ufe of 
Arms than his Father had done, who loft it thro' 
the ill Conduct of his Soldiers. 

But now Zarah (for fo I (hall call her ftill) was 
introduced to attend upon the Princefs Albania^ 
who was the fecond Daughter of the Duke, and af- 
terward became Queen of Albigion ; by this Means 
fhe had the Opportunity of improving the Inhered 
of Hippolito with Albanio's Family, who were fure to 
fucceed to the Crowd ; and likewifc to ingratiate 
her feJf with the young Princefs, who was then a- 
bout the Age that Women fettle their AfFe&ion* 
Bpon thofe they like beft, with the moft lafting Im- 
preffions of Love and Friendfhip. About this Time 
it was faid Albania difcoVered a fecret Inclination 
to a Nobleman of the greateft Gallantry, Wit, and 
Addrefs, about the Court: This Paflion, Albania 
had ftifled in her Breaft fometime before fhe could 
meet with one to whom fhe durft commit an A- 
mour of fuch Importance. But finding Zarah a 
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' Woman every Way qualified for a Confident, bj? 
the Obfervation fhe had made, and the Account fhe 
gave of her own Life^ and the Variety of Accidents 
that had attanded her to that Time, fhe then made 
no Scruple to entruft her with the Narration of her 
Love to Mulgarviusy which to that Time had been a 
Secret to all the World betides*. . 

But Zarah, whom Fortune had cut out pure!/ 
for the Service of her own Intereft,' without any 
Regard to the Ariel Rules of Honour or Virtue, foon 
refolv'd within her felf how ihe might make the beft 
Advantage of this every Way, both to thfc Satisfa- 
ction of her Ambition, in having the Opportunity 
of communicating an Affair of this Confcqufcnce,- 
both to the King and Albanio % and next, in grati- 
fying her Pleafure with Mtdgarvim, who was one 
Ihe greatly admired, and whom fhe was glad fhe 
couM appear to be as his moft particular Friend^ 
when at the fame Time fhe had taken Meafures 
to ~fruftrate any Succefs he cou'd pretend to gain 
by Means of thofe promifing Hopes fhe defign'd to 
flatter him with about Albania. 

This was a treacherous Part, as was ever afted by 
a Woman filPd with Love and Ambition ; for tho* 
flie was refolved to gain the L%ft^ fhe was one who 
left no Stone unturn'd to fecure to her felf the 
Firfti which has always made her Life one conti- 
nued Scene of Politick Intrigue. 

No fooner was the Princefs retired, but Zarah y 
fill'd with her intended Treachery, haftes away to 
the King's Apartments, where the firft Perfon fhe 
met, was Mklgarvius then in waiting, who was very 
inquifitive what Affair had brought her at that time 
of Night to Court, and if he could ferve her ? Za- 
arh was puzzled, and knew not which Way to djf- 

femblc 
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fcmble hdr Infidelity, but at laft, with a flattering 
Smile, anfwer'd : Tou little think, my Lord, h*to muc&. 
the Thoughts of you employ my Time. Don't mijtake me; 
you are a happier Man tbanjou think your felf, the Prin- 
ce fs loves you, ask no Qyejtions now; I have Bujinefs with 
Albanio, and they fay he is with the King. She had no 
fooner done fpeaiting, but the Duke came into the 
Gallery where they were* which Zarah perceiving^ 
foon followed him, and defired to fpeak a Word iii 
private with him, which as foon as He knew it was 
concerning his Daughter, he ordered her go a- 
long with him back again into the King's Clofet. 
Mulgarvius, who faw this Interview, was very un- 
eafy, and could not imagine what mighty Bufinefs 
Zarah could have to be Clofeted at that Time o{ 
Night with the King and Albanio : In the roearf 
time Zarah was bufily employ'd to acquit her felf 
handfomely to the King, left he fhould ftifpect (he 
was guilty of any Treachery. Sir, faid fhe, with a 
feign'd Story in her Mouth, the Prince fs her felf does 
not know or fufpeft that I am privy to the Amour betwixt 
Mulgarvius and her, nor had Ibeen capable of doing your 
Majefty this Piece of Service, by difcovetikg an Affair 
that may be of fo great Moment to the Royal Family itt $ 
particular, or to the Nation in general, bad I not acci- 
dentally met with Mulgarvius, as your Higbnefe Jaw met 
laid fhe, turning to Albanio. 

I mufi confefs, continued fhe, / haife lately obferrfd 
the Princefs very penfive and melancholy, but never cotti 
obtain from her the Caufe* which inrfeas'd in me a Sufpi- 
cion that fhe was in Love ; but I muft own I had 
never known with whom* bad not Mulgarvius trim-- 
felf confefs* d it to me. 

What, faid the King with a great Deal of Paffion, 
wou*d> Mulgarvius own that Albania lov'd him, or was, 
it only that be lov'd the Princefs? "The laft fpeaks hint 
- ■ C ■ • '**?. 
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jwbat 1 always thought him, an ambitious Man ; tut tie 
fjrjl declare* him impudent , impolilick, and a Fool. 

Tim Heat of the King's put Zarab into a Tremb- 
ling, knowing what a Falfity Ihe had forged, flic 
wou'd have given the World to have withdrawn * 
put the Duke, who was lels paffionate, and more 
thoughtful, incrcasM her Fears upon her, by asking 
how Mulgarvius durft commit fuch a Secret to her*. 
confix ring the little Intimacy that appear'd betwixt 
then: Two, and the great Confidence the King and 
he had placed, both in her and Hippolito. This put 
Zarab to her Wits for an Excufe; which in this 
Confufion (he muft certainly have failed of, had not 
the King interrupted Albanio from taking her Anfwer 
by the Excefs of his Rage. Sir, faid he, turning 
to Albanio, / cannot trifle with this Matter ; there* . 
fore I lay my Commands upon you, that Mulgarvius 
be inftantly Baniflfd the Court, and fuch farther Care 
he taken of the Princefs as may put me out of all 
Pears and Jealoufies of this Nature. 
. In this Diforder of the King and Albanio, Zarab 
found an Opportunity to retire, which ihe could 
not do without Tears in her Eyes, and the utmoflr 
Gonfufion in her Face, which Mulgarvius foon dif- 
cover'd as Ihe came out of the Clofet, for he had 
waited all the time with the laft Impatience, to' 
guefc at. the Meaning of this clofe Cabal betwixt 
the. King, the Duke, and Zarab. Having this Op- 
portunity, he was refolved not to let it flip without 
knowing fomething of this Grand Affair before he 
fct her go. Madam, faid he, with all the Tendernefs 
of a Lover, I conjure you, if you have any Honour, if 
you have any Pity or Companion for a Man upon the JVrach 
of Dejpair, fatisfy me in' this Point only ; Was not I the 
iubjeli ofyourDifcourfe, when in the King's Clofet? And 
hope you fiat betrafdtbe Princefs to btr Father and the' 

King? 
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Ktogt..<4nfioir me 9 I entreat you, for my bofcng Hearl 
fdretels me, it is true,. Was it not barbarous and cru- 
el to fell me, that the Princefs fafd me, when you 
dejigtfd to ruin me? Could, you not have kept kbett St* 
cret frw my Breaft f 

At this Rate he went on exclaiming againft the 
Perverfnefs of his Stars, and reproaching Zarab fa- 
paflionately, as if he had been rather f\er Lover, 
than Albania's. . She all tfre while, tho* fhe had been 
confoundefl with Vexation, liftened to the Mufick 
of his' 'melting Numbers, and found her Breaft foon 
warmMwith a relenting Pity for the Ufage fhe had 
treated him with j nor was (he able any longer to 
keep on the Mask which! veil'd her Paflion from 
Mtugarvius, but cry'd out as in the Extafy of Love; 
Tou are undone, my Lord, and I have made my felf un- 
happy! At thefe Words (he would have left him, but 
he ufed all Means poffible to flay her. For Heawett\ 
fake, Madam, faid he, tell me what you home done or. 
faid to my Prejudice or your ovofi, that I may be able to 
vindicate my felt if innocent, orfuefor Mercy if guilty. Toil 
are guilty, anfwer'd fhe, for you love the Princefs, and I 
am doubly guilty, for I have betray* d both her, my felf, and 
you. And with that fhe broke out of his Arms, and 
run down the Back-Stairs with much Violence ; he 
was left in the greateft Surprize imaginable, not 
knowing what to think or do; fometimes he fan- 
cy 9 d one Thing, fometimes another ; now he imagined 
this the Eflfedt of fbme fudden Paflion of Love in 
Zarab's Breaft, and then again, he thought this 
might proceed from fomething that Albania had 
fpoke againft him to the King; and thus agitated 
betwixt Hope and Fear, he took as little Reft as 
we may fuppofe Zarab did, that Night. 

Next Morning a Meflage from the King was fent 
Jiim, in which he Tyas forbid the Court till further

Orders: But, good Godl What Confufion was he 
in when he. received it? Is it pqffibU, faid he, that 
any Per/on, much lefs that Zarah JhotCd be fo wicked^ 
without any Reafon or Provocation, to expoje me to the 
King's Anger ? It is a Thing I cannot believe, I cannot 
penetrate into \ but 'tis a Thing J. can never pardon, 
Zarah, in the mean time being fenfible, what fl.e had 
done wou'd reflect upon her, without fhe found out 
fome Way to divert the Storm, inftane'd Hippolito 
all that Night to go to the King next ,Day r and 
give him fuch an Account of the Matter, as' might in-' 
tircly alter his Meafures againft Mulgarvius ; . fpr the 
King was eafie to believe any Thing that might 
free himfclf from Trouble; and therefore thank'd 
Hippolito for his Information, and was glad he had 
fin Opportunity now of ftiowing the Efteem he had 
for Mulgarvius, whom he caus'd to be call'd to 
Court again very fuddenly ; This created many Specu- 
lations A.brpafl, as well as ar Court, to know what 
fhe Secret of the King's fudden Difpleafure w was againft 
-Mulgarvius, and his as fuddenly being teinftatedin 
*he King's Favour again •, bujt at laft it got Wind,' 
find wa$ publickly talk'd by every Body, that Mulgar- 
vius had made Love to Albania, that fhe really 
approv'd of his Addrefles, ' and "that Zarah was confi- 
dant to the Amoitf, that the King h^d been inform'd 
pf it, and f hat this wa$ the Caufe of his fud- 
jden Difgr^ce j fo that being made no Secret, it pre T 
fently blew over, and there was an End of that Hur T 
jricane. But pur Heroick Lover could never for- 
get this Treacjiery of Zarah's all his Life after, 
though lhe courted him to her Favour by all the 
Arts and Endearpierits prober for a Womin'now in 
her Rank and Station j for ffye had always a double 
Plof upon him, the one was to oblige her felf by 

|iis Qonverfatiori, and the next was to oblige hirfi 
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by maintaining- him m; the £ood Graces of the 
Princefs,' whom .healways^fclk^ed had a Value 
for him; and therefore notwitKftahding he Cou'cJ 
never heartily forgive; her, he 'carried a fair' Out-' 
Ade to her, to #iqw that either his Politicks, or 
his good Mathers, or both together, were able to 
jfarmount his TlfcNature. 

" In a fhort. Time Sffter this, Rollando dies, and JU 
bdhio fucceeds to thfc ! -"' Crown, when Hippolito became 
cine of ithegreateft Favourites of his Court; aind 
now % there was no longer need to make Ufe of Mul- 
garvius for any Defigns they had in View ; but Hippoli- 
to and Zarab's Intereft were fufficient to obtain what 
they cou'd reafonably defire. The King firft of all, as 
his future Merits fhow'd he deferv'd, advanc'd him to 
one of the chief Commands of his Af-my, and afterwards 
macje him a Grandee of Albigion. * Zarah^ at the fame 
Tinte, was not wanting to eftablifh the Intereft of 
her Family firm, as well as .that of her own; and 
though her Sifter had good A&irahces of all the 
Favours Albanio** Queen^u'd beftow upon her, yet 
her Afliftance was not wanting to make Onelia Vice- 
roy of Iberia 5 and hotwithftanding this "had not all 
the Effe&s they expe&ed from fo great a Defign, 
they made ftill fare Work againft all Accidents 
that might happen hereafter, to engage the Prin- 
cefs Albania* who was certain, in her felf or Poft- 
erity, to fucceed her Father; fo that they took 
two Strings to their Bow, and were refolv'd, when 
ever either of them broke, they would ftill have 
fomething to truft to. 

But it was not long e'er Zarah her felf grew jea- 
lous of fome Powers at Court growing too great for 
her or the Princefs either to mafter: She did not 
like the Queen taking upon her fo much, and par- 
ticularly her Intimacy with Volpone^ who was her 
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tenfrards to 'Hippolitb; This uncommon Favourite c*£ 
the King's, being fo entirely Matter of all the Tranfr 
aftions at the Council-Board, and jevery where elfe, 
and not making the leaft Cburt to" Albania, by which 
Means Zarab might pry into fome of his myfteri- 
ous Doings, perplex'd her very much/ and fhe cou'df 
no longer bear the Torment of Jiving ignorant amidft 
the Variety of Cabals, that were then* carry'd on with- 
out her Privity ; for Volpone and Hippvlito were both 
ignorant of the Defigns Solano was advancing, in 
which he a<5ted with fuch refin'd Subtilty, that he 
made even the King himfelf a Sta&ing-Horfe to his 
dexterous Treachery. Zarab, on the other Hand,, 
perceiving to what a Height Things were carried, 
and how Albaina was now like to become no o- 
ther than a Pen/toner to that Crown fhe had Ex- 
pectations to wear, rdblves with all her Might and 
rower to thwart the Difigns of Solano, which (he 
by this promoted to the laft Degree. 

Away fhe haftes to Albaina with all the Speed 
Revenge and Jealoufie could make in an ^enraged 
Woman: Madam, faid fhe to the Princefs, Prepare 
to bear the difmal News I am obliged in Duty to tell you? 
that you are undone, and Solano has contrived your Ruin : 
/ cannot doubt, but you mufi underftand the fatal Confe- 
quence of what is now tranfaftedby the King your Father y 
who has at laft excluded you from all Hopes of the Crown 
^f.Albigion ; there never was fo notorious a Thing done 
in the World, as is now advis'dby Solano. The King ajks 
Counfel no more of Salopius, Volpone, or Hippolito * 
therefore, Madam* for Heaven's fake, fee the Queen no 
more ; PU fpread it Abroad, that fhe has infultedyou 
Jtnce Prince CambrioV Birth \ the Nation then will pity 
and protect you \ then leave the Court, give it out as 
if the King bad flighted you, and fly to fome popular Place- 
for Safety ; , the Court will be too much embarrafs'd to take 
;. . . " Notte 
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Notice of your journey \ if it be true as 'tis reported? 
that Prince Aurantio is marching with an Army to 
bppofe the King^s De/igns f 

. Zarah, anfwer'd. the Princefs, What Hanger is tber; 
for me to fear, that Ifhouldfly the Com ? Is not the King 
infinitely fond and kind' to me? and has be not this Bay or- 
dered me Two Hundred Tboufand Fltfins out of his Trea- 
fury? But j Madafn, faid Zarah, IPbat is that to the de- 
priving you of a Crown ? Be/ides, It is dangerous to ft ay 
when the Nation appears inaDifpofaion to revolt and for* 
fake your Father. And therefore, fays Albania, wouB 
you have me for fake him y and becorpe tbefirft Rebel. againfi 
my Father, tofet Aurantio,, my Brother, on the Throne y 
andfo, left I be thus deprived by my Father, nu% on head- 
long^ and by this Means deprive wy felf? But why da 
you perjwade me to forfake the King, Jince Hippolito /$ 
bblig 9 d both, by bis Command and Duty to attend him? 
And Gratitude fhould tie you clofely to bis Inter eft, Jince 
be always genetoujfy promoted yours. 

I own, you have convinc'd me of my Duty and Al* 
hgiance, anfwer'd Zarah; but tonlider, Madam, the 
Zeal you have exprefs'd for the Religion of your Country* 
which you muft leave, without you leave the King. Toil 
know, Madam, continued fhe, Ihate KyixznxXo, nor da 
I love the Princefs ; but 'tis for yopr fake alone that tad- 
Vife this Counfel. Pllgo inftantfy to Hippolito, Volpone/ 
and Salopius, fee to perjwade *em all to leave tbti 
King now,' when be leqfl experts it. 

Can you prevail on tbem, > think you, toaif fuch bafe In- 
gratitude? Skid Albania : And would you perjwade your 
Husband to be a treacherous Villain to his Mafter, and & 
foaytor Jo bis King? As for Volpone and Salopius^ 

t always took * em for Statefmen, Politicians, - and 

ionfequently* * * ; but for Hippolito, be is a Soldier; 
and Jhould have more Ijonour than to betray bis Prince. 

Willi Madam, fays Zarah, if you depend, upon Ho- 

; . E' tfGttT 
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riour, t hope you never expeff to fucceed to the Crowfe 
of Albigion. 

. Upon this they parted, and the next News that 
was heard, was, That ^Hippolito had forJaken the- 
King, and fent him a Letter of Excufe, wherein it 
plainly appear'd he did not leave him for Intereft or 
Honour, but purely as Zarab had told the Princefi, 
out of a Principle of .Religion. This foon was made 
publick, and became the Subjeft 'of Difcourfe and 
Admiration of all the Court : Every Body wonderM 
to hear of Hippolito*s Defeftion j fome thought it 
fras only a Feint to try how the Army ftood affect- 
ed to the King, others fuppofed he had taken fome 
})rivate Difguft againft Duraceo the General ; but at 
aft all the World was fatisfied he had deferted his 
Mafter, and embrae'd the Intereft of Ptince Auran- 
tio. Good Heavens! what Exclamations did the 
King's Friends make againft him ? the Army curs'd 
him, and every Body defpis'd him, fo that he was* 
fore'd to retire a time, for fear of enraging the Po- 
pulace, who, tho* they were knbitter'd againft his 
Mafter, they could not f6rgive this Treachery of 
the Servant. 

On the other Hand, Zarab was far enough out* 
of the Reach of the Tumult, having with much Per- 
fwafion drawn Albania along with her. And now 
the Spirits of the People being on the Ferment, oc- 
cafion'd partly by the Mifmanagement of State- Af- 
fairs, directed by Solano^ and partly by the Advance 
of Atirantio's Army, flock'd in great Numbers to Al- 
bania, as another Affertor of their Liberty and Free- 
doms. Zarab all this tfme pleafed her felf to think' 
Kow fhe had obtain'd her Ends, by ruining all the 
Defigns of Solano ; hearing every Day how he was 
Cursed by the People, and what grievous Crime* 
were hid to his Charge-, that the whole Turn of 
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Affairs that were prejudicial to the King, were laid - 
at his Door : So that a great many good People ' 
there began to pity the King, and thought he had 
b^en too wretchedly abufed by his Minifters, and • 
particularly by thofe that app^ar*d at laft to flight 
him ; but this touching- too near upon Zarab, 
notwithftanding fhe could with Pleafure hear Sola- 
no reflefted on, fhe thought it was high Time to 
interpofe, and let the World know, how barbarous 
4U?anio and his Queen had been to the whole Nation " 
in general, and how unkind they had been in particu- 
lar to Albania then amongft them. This fucceeded as 
fhe could wifh, for the whole Country exprefled their 
Value and Efteem for the Princefs, by paying her all 
thp Honours and Refpedt due to her Birth and Cha- 
rter. In a little Time they heard Albanio, almoft 
diftradted with the Infidelity he met with among, 
thofe in whom he moft entirely confided^ fled from 
the hafty Advances of Aurantio, after he had endea- 
vourM to confult Solano, without fo much as fyfpeft- 
ing him falfe ; or however, not in the leaft imagine 
ing, that he was the Perfon that had defignedly be- 
tray'd him to Aurantio. , But yet ere He could leave 
his Country, he was refolvM to try Hippolito , but as 
l^e w^s enquiring for him, a fatal Letter foon inform'd 
him he was mifer^ble beyond Redemption. This Stroke 
left him no Room for Thought, but made him pre- 
cipitate his Flight, arid banifh'd him Albigion for ever. 
And now the Time was come when Zarab 
found a h^ppy Opportunity of flattering Albania. 
M<*&w*% fays fhe with diflcmbled Tears, your 
Royal Father, Juft as be was, and Kind to you, bos 
been obliged to quit bis Throne ; Solano, whom you 
fufpeSled always, has been the Author of his Misfor- 
tunes. Aurantio, your hateful Brother, revels in his 
Palace at Loduiftim, and all the Peoples Voices Crown 
E 2 'Vim 
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kjtti King. Tou ought not Zarah, fays the Princefs, 
to refkll, Jince you might have well forefeen the CotiZ 
fequence that would enfue, when you advised me hither. 
Madam, anfwer'd flie, J dream'd'not that Aurantio 
would be King> or that Albanio would be forced to 
fly, but only that be might be brought to Reafon, and 
your jujl Right afferted to the Crown. During this 
Difcourfe, a/Meflenger came in and told Albania* 
that Solano, who was v fuppofed by every Body 
to have been the King's fmcereft Friend, as he 
Was his fecret Counfellor, was the chief Inftru- 
ment that betray?d him to Aurantio, with whom 
he was I'at prefent, and declared himfelf publickly* 
in that Prince's Intereft. At this Narration, Zarah, 
who was difappointed in what fhe had done to oppofii 
Solano, fejl into a violent Rage, arid Curs'd her (elf a 
Thoufand times. The Princefs furpriz'd at what 
had happened, and not being able to guefe the Caufe, 
Jeft the Room, and Zarah to tier' Paffion, thus 
exclaiming ag^infl: her own Mifmariagement j Weak 
Woman, cry'd (he, and unfit for tbofe Defigns thou art 
jurely Born for, that could not- penetrate into Solano'jr 
Treachery. I might have known a Man like him, Bred 
up in all Slate-Craft r could never, dejign what be pre- 
tended* or was fo fhaUow as to make rretenjtons of any 
thing thai *he dejign* d. Poor Fool^ is it for this Hip- 
jbolito betray'd his Bcnefahor ?Is it for this Volpone 
has ' tift his Royal Bubble ? Is it for this I have RuPd 
Albania? And is it for this at laji I piuft repent? 
J bate my f elf for fuch a Thought, but worft of all, % 
bate Aiitantia %pbo occafipns it, ? In this Way fhc^ 
fpent the remaining Part of the Day. 

By this Time Aurantio had fetled himfelf at 

Loduntm, and Albania was invited to the Court 

Again* where Zarah had the dsrily Mortification 

to fee her Rival, in Diflimulation and State Po- 

* liticks, 
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Jiiicks, Flourifti and Carefs'd by the very Man fhtiS 
moft abhorr'd. She cou'd have kill'd her fetf : . 
For Spite-, but finding that Difquietude was vain, 
fhe refolv'd to attempt whatever Statesmen fhe 
cou'd meet withal fit for a Competitor to Sd- 
lano* to try if fhe cou'd Counterplot and Fruftrate 
all the Defigns laid by 4/urantio\ but ftill, to in- 
creafe the Misfortunes of Zarak* and make more 
Work for her Intriguing Bnain, Aurantia, Sifter to 
Albania* was fent for to be CrownM with the Prince 
her Husbmd, King and Queen of M?igion\ this 
was a Stroke beyond the Reach of her Invention to 
have thought of, and now beyond the Power of 
her Malice to prevent, fo that (he imagin'd her felf 
Miferable beyond Redrefs ; but being of a Reft- 
lefs and Indefatigable Spirit, (he was refolv'd never 
to fit ftill till (he had eas'd her felf of this Oppreffi- 
pn, by fatiating her Revenge, either on her Self 
or Enemies-, to favoijr which D^fign,the New 
King takes into his Council Salopius, a Man every 
way as well qualified as Solano ; This gave new 
life to Zarab, who knew Salopius was a Man of* 
Wit and Intrigue \ that he had formerly been very 
Amorous upon her, and that (he thought fuch a Spark 
once kindled cou'd not be fo foon extinguifti'd, iri 
one that fhe knew had a great deal of Love in him 
and very little * * *. Befides, he ftill retained a 
Secret Kindnefs for Albanio^ which fhe underftood 
how to improve to the beft Advantage. 

It happen -d about this Time, there was a great 
pefign on Foot to penetrate into Picardia by the 
Way of Duneccleja* a Place of vaft Importance to 
the King of AUngion % as well upon the Account that 
he was at War with the Prince of that Country, as 
fhat he was ^Friend to Albaniq in the Recovery of 
his own Dominions^ this Affair was carried oa 
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*vjr#h great Secrecy, and no Body ithought fit to be • 
ehtrufted with it but Sahpius and Hippolito, who by 
his Jntereft was introdpeed to Aurantio as a proper 
Perfon to execute the Defign, or at leaft to advife 
with about it, by reafon he was allow'd to be a 
good Soldier, and a Man of great Condud. Hip r 
polito was now reckon'd to be as firm in the Inter r 
eft of Aurantio, as any Officer empjoy'd about his 
J?erfon, and in his Service, and accordingly the 
whole Plan of the Defign was communicated t9 
him, with ftridt Inftruftions to divulge it to no Perr 
fon Living, upon any Pretence whatfoever; bup 
Zarab, who was always upon the Watch to take 
Advantage, obferved Something a doing more 
than ufual, by the daily Attencjance of Hippolito at 
Court, and therefore having the Afcendant over 
him, was rdblved, if pofiible, to penetrate iitfQ 
the Bottom of this Affair, and accordingly (he laid 
a Train for him which fucceeded, otherwife he 
had run the Rifque of a Perpetual Noife in his 
Ears, which to free himfelf from, he was refolved 
to venture the Difpleafure of his Prince, and the 
Forfeit of his Honour. 

Zarab by this Means having gaiVd her Point, 
away (he haftes to Salopius, being aflured fhe cou*a 
work upon him to give her the Opportunity of 
Tranfmjttjng this Account to Qnelia, her Sifter, at 
jfybanid's Court; fhe had no fooner met him, 
but with a Flattering §mile, My £ord 9 fays fhe, 
bow glad am I to meet with a Per/on of your Me- 
rit, happily plac'd at the Helm of St ate ', whereby yot^ 
fave.tbe Opportunity of Jhowing your large Acquirements 
to all the World, and your particular Friends ? Tour 
Lordjhip has had always the Character of a Gallant Kind- 
wtiir'd Man - 9 that I am fure you cannot think it Flatte- 
ry in me who have' made Tryal of to fell you fa, 
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' : Madam j ahfwer'dhe toZarah, The only Jpay to edti- 
, h)ince me, is to try bow far I wou 9 d extend that Good Na- 
ture you are pleas 9 d to Complement me with to your Service. 

*Tis but a Trifle, fays fhe, Iwou'd ask of you, but 
I know 9 tis contrary to the Truft repofed in you, to grant 
me a Conveyance of fome little Domeftick Occurrences to 
Onelia* my Sifter at AlbanioV Court ; though I am 
confident, you cannot but retain fome fmall Refpeft 
for the unhappy Prince ', if you cou 9 d imagine without 
a Fault that I coifd be guilty of giving any Intelligence 
- to that Court I belp'd to banifh hence ; but I know, 
rny Lord, you are fen/ibte my Intereft is fo firmly 
knit to Albania ; and hers to the prcfent Difpofition 
of Affairs here, that it wou 9 d be impqffible in me to 
have a Thought tending that Way. 

Zarah prefling this Argument fo very affe&io- 
nately, gave Salopius Reafon to fufpeft there was 
fomething more in her Requeft than he at firft ap- 
prehended 5 he therefore made fome Excufes to try 
hfer a little further; but finding fhe grew warmer 
in her Requeft, he was then confirm'd in his Suf- 
picion, and wis not a little glad to find one of 'her 
Management had undertaken to do fomething that 
he was unwilling, however fhe fhou'd know it pleas'd 
him to have performed ; upon this he confented to 
her Defires, and immediately difpatch'd her Intel* 
ligence, all the while being tickled with a Secret 
Pleafure to think he had difcoverM tfcis, without 
running the Hazard of letting her know it was a- 
greeable to his Inclinations ; for no Body knew her 
Charafter better than he; and he. was reiolved never 
to truft her with any Secret but what was indifpen-. 
fably neceflary to the maintaining both her Honour 
and her Intereft ; for though fhe might be prevail'd 
With to facrificc one to the Service of the other* \et 
&e would n$ver part with the \a&* ^v&ssox. \x >w^ 
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to gratify the riobli Paflion of Revenge* whis is the 
darling V;ce of her Sex, arid was not a Stranger 
to Zarab's Breaft. 

It was not long after this e'er Aurantio had Notice? 
his well-laid Stratagem was Difcover'd, he Betray*d, r 
and his Expedition Fruftrated* away he fends for 
Salopius and Hippolito, both whom perfifted in their 
Innocence* and that they were ignorant of any Dif- 
covery that had been made by thetn i though at the 
fame Time Hippolito cqu^d not t>ut*bfe Gohfcious of 
what he had faid, and Salopius of , What he had done f 
Aurantio was gall'd at the very Soul to think fuch a 
great Deffgn fhou'd mifcarry through Treachery,' 
and he be thought fo little a Statesman as not to 
know the Men better that he entrufted j never was" 
a Prince fo perplex'd with Minifters, nor, knew he 
how to help himfelf, for dill as he changed he was 
but in a worfe Condition; fometimes he thought 
to pleafe the Friehds of Albanio by employing them,' 
but they betray'd him; then he took the fworn 
Foes both of him and their Country, but they were 
true to nothing but their Intereft. Hippolito was vex'd 
within himftrlf to think what a ftrange Opinion 
the King woy'd entertain of him after fuch a. Be- 
traying of his Trull, and therefore went to Zarab 
with all the Paflion of a Man juftly provok'd to An- 
ger ; Madam, faid he, What Fury has poffes'd you, to 
feek my RuiH by your bafe Defigns? Did you notftutfy it to 
fatisfy your foul Revenge when 1 forfook Albanio, and now 
you have contrived this to bring Difgface upon me from Au-' 
rantio ? 9 Tisyou have done it> no other cou'd^no other durft 
but you : Has not Aurantio advanced me to Honour as Al-4 
banio did? And will you bury it wbih frejh and green PGood 
Heavens ! contain me that laEt notfome rajh Deed to make^ 
us both for ever infamous. With thafe he flung himfelf 
zwzy, .and left her to her own melancholy Reflations* 
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Which however prevail'd not upon her to alter her Di£ 
pofition ; but (he curs'd her 111 Fortune which had re* 
'Sliced Hippolito to the Extremity of ferving Aurantti, 
yet was mad to think he (hou'd be taken for a Villain, 
though (he was glad of the Caufe that gave the Prinde 
that Occafion, notwithftanding (he had B:tray'd him 
{6 bafely : Htppolito's Anger wis not the Thing which 
troubled her, but the Thoughts of his being no 
xndre employed by Aurantio, whereby (he wou'd be 
ciepriv'd of the Opportunity of giving Intelligence ; 
for fhe wou'd not but have done what (he did for all 
the World % and therefore that Hie might be fure 
to know what was always in Agitation, flie refolved* 
how contrary foever it might be to her prcfent Inclina- 
tions, to ftrike up a Friendfliip with Solano, in order id 
which (he had made an Appointment that Evening 
with Aranio his Friend, where Love as well as Politicks 
was to be the Subjedt of their Conference. 
. While Salopius being fenfible of the, Favour he 
had beftow'd on Zarab fo lately, refolv'd (He (hou'd 
ferve his Ends in a Propofal that included as much 
Treachery in it as that he had tratnfa&ed, and therefore 

{urpos'd immediately to go and fee her thai Night in! 
)i(guife. He had not Patience to (lay long,- but as (boh 
as 'twas Night he went iway in fuch a Difguife as prov'd 
like that Aranio was to come in, and being cofne to thfe 
Apartment^ he found only an Old Moor at the Door, 
whom he fent to 2atab to tell her a particular Friend 

of her Acquaintance defired tofpedh with her in the 

Chamber of Repofe i he made Choice of this Chamber 
as the moft proper for his D^fign ; the Old Moor 
innocently told her, there wbs a particular Friend of her 
Acquaintance defired t'6 fieak kJoitb her in the Chamber of 
ttepofe; Zarab hearing of this, made no Queftiofr 
at all but Aranio was the Man, and without farther 
faquiring what Kind of Man hfc was,' or any other 
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Confideration, fhe goes to the Place of Affixation i 
Had fhe made the leaft Refle&ion on the MefTage y 
flie could not have been deceiv'd, nor expofed her 
^ felf fo eafily. It was not the Cuftom of her Gallant to 
ufe her thus, or to fee her ufually in this Chamber. 
.But thofe who are in Love,; as tarab was* are fubjedt 
\xo greater Overfights than thefe $ lhe knew Arania 
/was not; to fee her till Late at Night, yet flie appre-- 
Thended nothing in this Amorous Expectation^ which 
•tantaliz'd her extremely, and kept her in a Mortal 
inquietude? whether he came or came not, there 
needed no Help to hurry her away when the Time 
drew near. Women who have been in hove will ea- 
, fily confefs there is nothing fo hard as to be prudent 
. on fuch Occafions ; and that the Name of their Lover y 
'when expe&edy has made them ftart up for Joy, 
and run to meet him, e'er they knew whether he were 
come, or no. The paffionate Zarah y having given 
up her fclf to be led Blindfold where fhe thought 
Ijove waited for her, borrow'd Wings of that God 
to carry her the fooner into that Chamber where 
the Moor had firft conduced Salopius\ there was 
not any Light there, but this did not Surprize her, 
it not being ufual to place any there when Aranio 
came. Our Gallant^ who waited for her, took her 
t>y the Hand, and led her to the farther End of 
• the Chamber, where he was fo loth to lofe Time for 
making Ufe of the Occafion, that embracing her 
with fome Tranfport, he had almoft put it out of her 
Power to defend her fclf; Zarab thinking this Afti- 
on too violent to be Aranio's, began to miftruft, 
and having given him his Liberty till then, fhe 
did the utmoft in her Power to refill him. The Re- 
fiftance fhe made after the Kindnefs fhe expreft at 
she firft was obferv'd by Salopius, and made him 
then fenfible he was taken for fome other 5 fo that 
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fiaving no Hopes to fucceed any other Ways, or 
at leaft not venturing to Fortune, without farther dal~ . 
lying he made his laft Efforts, and rendred thofe of 
Zarab fo ufelefs that (he lay at his Mercy. But it 
was not long e'er this Tranfported Lover had allay'd 
his Paffion, when he wou'd have withdrawn without 
faying a Word : But the Lady, wha was refolv'd to 
know who had been fo bold with her Honour, held 
him faft, and refus f d to let him go till he difcover'd 
himfelf, when Salopius fpoke; Madam, faid he, / 
hope you don't regret this happy Moment I have bad, tbo % 
I won it equal to the Hazard of my Life and Ho- 
nour which I ventured to oblige you. 

At thefe Words Zarab trembled, partly from the 
Confufion of what had happen'd, and partly from 
the Words that were fpoken, fearing left Salopius 
had ifiade a Difcovery of her Intelligence ; however, 
flie refolv'd to diflemble it a little further, that he 
might not think fhe underftood him in his Hur- 
ry of her Spirit. For God's Sake, whoe'er you are, 
anfwer*d fhe, don't continue to fright a helplefs Woman* 
whom you have thus injur 9 d by Surprize 1 

I thought, Madam, faid he, with all the Softnefs 
Love cou'd infpire him with, to footh her up for 
the Violence he' had offer'd; / am happier thcw 
e'er you defigtfd me, though I have ever been your 
Jjover ; / am now your Slave, your devoted Salopius $ 
accept therefore, I befeecb you, Madam, the Sacrifice 
/ here make you. 

Blefs me! Cries Zarah, is this you, my Lord? And 
cotCd you find no other Way to wrejl a Favour from 
me, hut this unprejidented one I 

Madam, anfwerM he, // all the Fqffion Man can have 
for a Woman is not capable tojuftify the Crimp I committed 
againftyou, you ought to pardon me at leaft, having fuffer'd 
tkatforyou which ft ill fills my Soul with Gritf arid Confufi- 
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f» 9 tbo* yet to ferve you I will not [pare the doing; 
my /elf any Violence I am capable of\ and if I have 
wrong'd you, I know bow to punijh tny felf for it\ 
attempting to go. ° i 

I Jhould be heartily firry* faid fhe, fo extraordina- 
Xy a Per fin asyouJhou 9 dpart with an ill Opinion of me 9 
and thai I know not how to value your Friend/hip. Sa^ 
lopius, extreamly furpriz'd at this Anfweri too full 
of Refpeft, cryM put, I Love you, Afadam, and Love 
you with a JPajfion as tender as it is lafting: And 
though I committed an Innocent Treafon, it was the 
Power of your Charms provoked me to itl However r 
I am more in Lave than any Man living, and what 
yyiil become of m? unlefs you pity me ? 

This Dialogue continued for fome Time till Za* 
rah recoyer'd her Surprize fo far as to make Enquiries 
after what was doing afrefh at Court ; while Salo* 
pius was fond to difcover to her all that was con- 
sulted; he told her the King refented the laft Difi 
covery fo beinouffy, that he was refilved to olbige Al- 
bania to difcard her, elfe to forfeit his DifpUafure, and 
fo incur the Danger of being thought a publick Em- 
pty to the State, by countenancing one that had betray* d it m 
% \ This nettled Zarah fo it difturbed all the Pleafure 
(he could otherwife have taken' in Salopius*s Com- 
pany at that time, fihce he was a Perfon fo like- 
Jy to be feryiceable to her in her future Defigns; 

It was now the King 1 fent Aurantia to her Sifter ori 
purpofe to perfwade her not to employ Zarah any further in 
\er Service, andtonve her the feeze t Reafons why. 

But Zaralf had To manage^ the Matter with Al- 
bania as to prepoflefs her with the Thoughts that 
Jier Sifter was come on a private Meflage from 
the King to prevail with her to relinquilh her fu-r 
lure Tide to Albigion 7 or at leaft to do fomethirid 
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that would be Prejudicial to her and her Pofterir 
ty* and in order to that they defign'd to engage 
her Highnefs to turn her out of her Service, up- 
on fome Pretenfions or other fhe heard they had 
form'd againft her, to facilitate their Defigns. So 
that when the Queen was arrived at the Gates 
of Albania's Palace, which was then in the Coun- 
try, which (he had chofe on purpofe to be re- 
tired from Court, Ihe had a Mefiage ready pre-r 
pared for her, that Albania was not in a Difpqfl- 
tion to receive Vifits, tho' it was from the §>neen her 
Sifter. This you may be fure could not buc afflidt 
the gooc( Queen, who was fall of Love and Atfe6t- 
ion to Albania, being a Woman that was always 
fompaflionate, and fhewed a tender Regard to all her 
Subjefts. But the King, who was naturally Puffionate 
In himfelf, tho* he govern'd it more than moil Men 
were capable of doing in the Publick AJminiftra- 
tion of Affairs, yet he took fuch Notice of this Carri- 
age to Aurantia, that he fcarce forgot it all his Reign 
after. And fince he cou'd not reach Zarah, whom 
he never thought Innocent, he fhew'd vifible Marks 
of his Refentment to Albania, and neglected Hippch 
lito a long Time after. Tho* it was not fo long 
e*er Zarah remembered the King again, when he haa 
laid a fecond Stratagem to penetrate into the Ene- 
mies Country by the Way of Briefcia\ but this fuc- 
teeded worfe than the Firft, and was fo well known 
to the Enemy, that the whole Nation began to take 
Notice of it as a Mifcarriage that redounded much 
to the Difhonbur of Aurantio, who had more Peo- 
ple about him, fome Hud, \hkci Zarah, that ftudiecl 
to confound all his Devices,' and render him Odious 
£o the People, who then began to Murmur grievoufly 
againft his Reign; others there were that extoll'd 
thofe very Eerfons theflpourt thought Inftrumentat 
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to all the Treacheries that happon.'d to the Publick 
Councils of the Nation. 

At laft Aurantio /aw there was no good to be done 
without employing thofe Perfons who appear'd to 
thwart his Counfels; not but he faw at the fame 
Time they were Perfons fitly qualified for Publick Bu- 
finefs, being Men of difcerning Parts and quick Judg* 
ments ; befides, Salopius began now to appear back- 
ward, and refufe every Thing the King would have 
put upon him, for he never fufpefted him at all, not- 
withffanding his Treachery, becaufe he deceived him 
by. his Indifference and Shinefs to be employed, when 
his chief Reafons were he lov'd his Pleafure too much 
to feive any Prince, and he lov'd Albanio too much 
to ferve, Aurantio to any Purpofe ; another Thing was, 
Solano, who tranfafted all Affairs behind the Curtain, 
was now become as one Perfonby his drift Alliance with 
Hippolito, and therefore recommended him to the King's 
JFavour ? who faw in him every Thing he cou'd defire 
to his Defigns, and therefore receiv'd him again, both 
into the Council and the Army ; nor was it long e'er 
Volpone, who had likewife ally'd his Family to Zarab's, 
was employ'd in the mod Secret Councils, fo that (he 
bad no room left now to entertain Envy or Revenge \ 
yet ftill fhe had not what flie chiefly wanted, Aurora 
tio-% Abfcnce ; for tho* the Queen was gone, her Fears 
were greater ftill, left any Accident fhould intervene 
to crofs Albania of the Crown, for there was all 
her Hopes; and Fortune, which had purfued her 
clofe in every Adventure of her Life, refolving nop 
to keep her long in Sufpence, now made Way for 
■all her Expeditions to fucceed, by the fudefen Death 
of Aurantio, and Albania's Acceffion to the Throne 
of Albigion. 

Now the whole Scene of Affairs was turn'd to Za-* 
rab's Will and Pleafure j fhe cou'd Jopk no where 
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found her without Tempting Obje&s of Grandeur v 
Riches and Ambition; every Thing that flie law flat- 
tered her, every Body made their Court to her, 
while the Formality of Albania State hindred her 
of the Secret Pleafure Zarah enjby'd among Crouds 
of Fawning Courtiers. 

The Government of the Kingdom was in a manner 
in her Hands, and whoever expected Favours or Re- 
wards, mjift apply themfelves to Zarah^ by whom all 
was granted, as the Pipe that convey'd the Royal 
Bounty to the Subjedt; pad Ages have furnifh'd 
us with Examples of this Nature, Pofterity may fee the 
like, but not equal to this - 9 for it may be (aid, without 
Exaggerating upon the Subjedl too much, Albania took 
the Crown from her own Head to put it upon Zarab's. 
This great Rife of hers, and her Power at Court, 
gain'd her the Title of Queen Zarah among Foreigners, 
who knew not the Constitution of Albigion, where it 
has been an ufual Thing for Kings to uncrown them- 
felves, and place it on their Favourites. This raised 
her many Enemies among the Ambitious Grandees, who 
envy'd her Greatnefs ; yet fhe had a particular Way 
witn her of Monopolizing all Perquifites to her felf, 
that gain f d*her more Hatred from the Court-followers j 
but the moft confiderable and dangerous Enemies fhe 
had were Roffenjis and Mulgarvius, the laft of which 
retain'd ftill a Relifh of her old Grudge to him. 

Statesmen and Favourites of this kind arefeldom known 
to agree, the Firfl aiming at the good of the State, and 
the Felicity of their Monarch ; the Laft only driving ttf 
Enrich themfelves, tho* upon the Ruin of their Coun- 
try, are Oppofites to one another ; and fo confequent- 
ly when Favourites flourifh, the State languifhes, for 
Perfons of their Characters being Rivals to one another, 
generally go cunningly to work, and fo interrupt all 
4>ther Bufinefs going forward but their own. 

Thefe 
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Thefe Perfdns, tho* they were, all" of great Spirit^ 
they Were too Prudent to declare open War againft 
one another, andlet the World fee their blind Sideb- 
and who had the|hparent Advantage oyer the other. 
Albania, on, the other Hand, was very wife, and of p, 
Peaceable Difpofition, too Cautious as yet to Sic|e 
with either to the Prejudice of the other •„' bqt having 
a Kindnefs for both -Roffenfis. and Mulgarvius* arad 
knowing Zarab had a Secret Diftafte againft them, as 
Perfons that were only capable of Influencing her,' ftie 
hever gave Zarab the Encouragement of fpeaking anj^ 
thing to the Prejudice of either of them. 

And now we muft fuppofe Hippolito advanced to 
the higheft Pinacle of Honour he was capable, of 
having beftow'd upon him as a SubjeS ; and indeed 
none cou'd be too great for his Services, confider- 
ing all their Circumftances ; he merited a juft Efteem 
both from the Court and Country ; every Body now 
admired the .Queen, that (he had confirm'd the wife. 
Choice of Aurantio ; for all the World fpoke well of 
Hippolito, and Extoll'd his Gallantry, he was look'd 
upon abroad as if he had been Sovereign of Albigiorij 
s from which he had been fent ; and the fame Honours 
were paid him in the Army as they ufe to Crown'd 
Heads : Thus laden with Honours at Home, and Vic- 
tory Abroad, he fought, he CQnqer'd, and triumph'd 
over all the Heroes of his Age : nor was he lels in 
his Family than in himfelf : Volpone, his neareft Ally, 
was Abfolute at Home as he was Abroad; under 
bis Adminiftration the Nation Flourilh'd in Wealth 
and Riches. Soldiers turn'd Ufurers in their Tents, and 
Sailors in their Cabbins\ the Merchant went no more 
Abroad for Gain, but Traded fafer with the Govern- 
ment: The Queen fat eafy in her throne, nor felt the 
Weight that Crowns do give, and all the People won- 
der'd at the Tranquillity the Nation felt iii thofe Bleft 
Days of Zarab and Vblpone's Reign. fifut 
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But there is ftill one Obftacle to all their Flatter- 
ing Felicities, for what Humane Happinefs has yet 
been without a But ? The Ecclefiaflicks of Albigion were 
very Reftlefs and Uneafie at this TicTe of Government, 
which like a Torrent threatned the Deftrudtion of 
their Conftitution, which, as all Wife Men of the 
Nation thought, was the Foundation of Albigion's 
Future Peace and Tranquillity ; the Priefts began now, 
as they had all the Reafon in the World, to exclaim 
againft the Modern Invqfions of their Rights and Pri- 
vileges from the Pulpit, and to admonifh their Audi- 
ence boldly to adhere to the Principles of Religion 
their Forefathers had taught them, and purchasM for 
'em as an Inheritance, at the Price of their Precious 
Blood •, they were daring enough at all Times, and 
in all Places, even in their Publick Aflcmblies, to 
point out, as we may fay in plain Englijh, the Perfons 
whom they faw were the Authors and Promoters of 
thofe Mifchiefs that were then brought upon their 
Function, and daily like to increafe, to the Preju- 
dice of the Prefent Eftablijhment. 

This Management, which was thrown upon Zarah 
and Volpone, caus'd great Alterations in the Minifl> 
ry, and no fmall Feuds among the People, whofe Heats 
rofe to that Degree they were ready to knock thofe on 
the Head who appear'd to vindicate the Religion of 
the State, which the others were endeavouring to laugh 
cpt of Countenance, and ftigmatize all thofe that were 
its faithful Aflertors, with Infamous Nicknames, to ren- 
der them odious to the Populace ; but this Hellifh Stra- 
tagem fo far fail'd of its defign'd Succefs, that it pro- 
duced quite contrary Effe&s, and thofe very Perfons, 
whofe Fame and Reputations they defign'd to Ruin, 
became the Darling Patriots of all the Wife, Difin- 
terefted and Unprejudiced People of Albigion, and may 
in future Times become a Scourge to thofe Impolitick 
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Statefmpn, who now envy them' the Honour thaj 
they themfelves have eftablifh'd upon then) through! 
out their Country $ and it is not unlikely they may 
prove a Thorn in the Sides of thofe jVIen who thoughf 
to ftab them to the Quick. 

If Mulgarvius and Roffenfis be thrown out of the 
Minijiry, who knows but Volpone and Fuimus may be 
drawn into the Mire? Qbornius was as great in the 
Pays of Rollando, who lov'd him as tenderly as e'er 
Albania cou'd Volpone ; but yet this yiik and Juft 
Favourite Minifter durft not be trufted by his Mafter 
through the t Streets of Lodunum, for fear of the en T 
rag'd Multitude ; 'fis a Happinefs a State/man knows 
not how fufficiently to value, not to be Popular ; Hip? 
polito has manag'd this beyond Example \ he never 
made himfelf the Peoples Idol* and confequently the 
People could never make him their Sacrifice. 

What though Danterius was made a Stalking-horfe 
to the State ? They were forced to part with him be- 
fore they could catch the Game Volpone was hunting 
for ; and though the Cambrian be a Tamer Bead, he's 
but an Aft at beft, whofc Ears will fcare the Partridge 
before they can drive them to their Nets \ Solano* the 
Beardlefs Legate will return well fraught with long 
Experience, and then the State will have no fur- 
ther Ufe for Make-Jbifts. 

But all this while thefe intricate Affairs of Church 
and State perplexed the Good Queen Zarah\ for tho? 
her Roy^l Miftrefs was ftill Living, and Reign'd Ab- 
solute Queen o?er all her Subjects Hearts, yet the 
Weight and IJurden of the Government prefs'd hea- 
vy on Zarah^i Shoulders, which fhe, like a Second 
Atlas, kindly fyftain?d, without the leaft Return of 
Thanks from that Ungrateful Country of Albigion j 
jhat Country that could never fpeak well df her iV<?- 
j&pfcf $*>d Deliver ers, but like ain un tarred Horfe, 
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faa always apt to kick fliofc that dar'd to Ride 
her. 

Nothing griev'd Zarab like this ungovernable Spi* 
fit of the Albmnois^ who wou'd not bear to think 
of' being rid with a Side Saddle* haying had their Backs 
gall'd fo much before in the Female Reign of Rolando* 
But notwithftanding all thefe Difficulties, Zarab was 
refolved to mount on the Stirrup of Hippolito*s Fame 
and Conduft* and drive her Beads forward by the 
Help of Volpone's Rod ; for though it wou'd not /mart 
as fome other Rods ,do, it had a ftrangc Faculty in. 
it of Tickling fuch Cattle as were FVoward into the 
moft pleafant Gentle Paces imaginable 5 by this Means 
fhe got oh the Backs of the moft Able Pads in the 
whole Kingdom of AlbigioHy fome of which fhe rid 
to Death, and others fhe heartily Jaded. 

There were two very ferviceable Black Nags fhe 
would gladly have Rid, and ufed all the Gentle Means 
£he could think of to manage, but they wou'd ne- 
Ver fubmlt to be Backed ; they 'had been fo long us'd 
to Run at their own Liberty, it was not in her Power 
ever to get * em bridled with either Curb or Snaffle ; 
there w ; as a Milk-white Steed that was thought wou'd 
have iriade one of the ufefulleft Beafts about the Court 3 
this fhe managed fo dexteroufly as to be able to 
mount him ; but fetting forward of # a Journey whete 
lhe defign'd to ride him, he kick'd her Highnefs 
off at the Court-Gate, Which fo difgrae'd her,, fhe never* 
cou'd endure a White Horfe fince % and fome fay it 
had fuch an Effedt upon her, that fhe began to nate 
every Thing that Was White, wou'd fcarde bear 
Clean Linnen, and cou'd not endure Lawn-Sleeves % 

A fmall Time after thefe little Difgra^es which 
Zarab met with* the great Efteem Mulgarvius gain'd 
among the Patriots of Albigion did not a little per-> 
J>kx her 9 for he had now both the Ear of Albania, 

G a and 
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and* the Affe&ions of the People, and Mature ffod 
Merit both had furnilh'd him with a Capacity fit foi* 
Authority •, and that which vex'd Zarab woril of all 
was, that they had given him fo much Independency •; ■ 
for had he been one that wou'd have fuffered himfelf 
to be carried away by the Perfwafions of Flattery, he 
wou'd- eafily become a Prey to her alluring Arts. 

This was fo infupportable to her, that fhe cou'd 
not reft till fhe had communicated her Refentments 
to Volpone, of continuing Mulgarvius ftill about the 
tfourt, to be an Eye-fore to her, ahd a Spy upori 
all her Aftions. Volpone fubmiflively told her all 
Things ILou'd be according to her Mind in a fhort 
Time; but as yet fhe ought to wait a few Days, 
faying, That great Polititians (fuch as himfelf undoubt- 
edly) had found by Preftdents, that Peace and Union 
preserves a State, that Love maintains it, that Ambition 
and Novelty deftroys it, that Moderation banijhcs Ha- 
tred and parrels, that Swavity fupprejfes Envy \ beftdes, 
continued he, amongft fo many Illuftrious legalities as 
we have obferved in Albania, / will not omit the Su- 
p-earn Virtue of Moderation, wherewith fhe favours 
her Friends, and even her very Enemies too, and which 
we both know by Experience fhe poffeffes in the higheft 
Meafure; and that her Irafcible Part bath never been 
able to furmount it •, wherein I take much more Notice 
of their Good Luck who have the Benefit of it, than of 
their own Defer ts , and of the Influences which come from 
bet, than of the Subjett which makes her lay ajide Se- 
verity, andfhew her felf favourable and merciful, I mean 
■ her Clemency, which is the Judge of Vengeance and the 
Moderatrix of Power, where there is a Queftion of lef- 
fening the Punifhments, which a Perfon of Authority may 
injliEt upon fuch as are under her Obedience. 

This Virtue is a Gift of Piety, a Sweetnefs of Spirit y 
for Clemency is of an Heroick Effence^'and the DefeSfU 

on 
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m of that Aftive and Unbridled Paffion, which oppugns 
itj and fecms to cbeck it, is the moft wonderful Effedf, 
that they who exercife this Virtue, are. able to produce, 
and the Viftory gotten over it is much more Glorious 
than that which is won by Force of Arms. 

Here TLarab interrupted him, laying, Sir, you pat 
mc in Mind of an A& of this Virtue which fhe excef- 
ciftdfame Daysfince at my Requefl in the behalf o f ' V 
Therefore it was that I fpake of it, anfwer'd Vblpbne, 
becaufe 1 was prefent when you begg'd that Perfon 9 s Par- 
don, and when the Addreffes of your Eloquence eq/ily ob- 
tained what you defired of a Soul already difpos* d there- 
to by Virtue -, and for this Caufe it is I told you, Cle- 
mency favours as well Enemies as Friends ; and that we 
muft hold our felves Happy, when Fortune makes us meet 
with more neceffary Motions to Pardon in tbcm % whom 
we Petition, than Merit in the Offenders ; not but that 
1 your Difcourfe might have wrought the fame EffeSl even 
upon Barbarians, becaufe you took Albania upon a good 
Advantage \ .but that With another you wou^d not have 
fucceeded fo well. 

Sir, faid Zafath, I will only tell you for what Reafon 
I undertook this Affair, which was Accidental, for 
finding him alone in the Anti-chamber, I began to dif- 
sourfe with him about the Caufe of bis Dijgrace ; where- 
upon I obferved irt him a great Moderation of Spirit, 
and much Serenity of Mind, and as he was going into 
the Council-Chamber, I took Occajion to fpeak more free- 
ly to him ; upon which I undertook his Peace with Albania 
after this Manner ; Madam, faid I, it is a Humane 
Accident to have an Advantage over ones Enemies •, but 
to Pardon when we Overcome is a Divine Virtue-, 
whence it comes that we prefer Clemency before Ri- 
gour \ Pardon him therefore, Madam, and if you will 
not grant it for bis Sake who bath offended you, nor for 
mine who deferve not this Favour, yet do it for your 
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pwn HoHaur y which will be much more Glorious fir you* 
than to free jour felf from a weak Enemy: An Enemy I 
1 ' Jtile him Falfe\ for I proteft to you be has as ma- 
ty good Wijhes for you as you can think of Ways to 
deftroy him> and he hath already received Punijhment 
fufficient from the Senfe of bis Faulty and from the 2>- 
ror you have given him ; break therefore the Neck of 
your Indignation^ and by forbearing to Puni/h him, /how 
that your Hatred is not Immortal, 
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ALbania had not been long let upon the Throne 
of her Anceftors, and as yet indeed it was 
not to be expected (he fhould underftand 
how to hold the Reins of Government ftea~ 
dily, but Zarah pluck'd the flack ones out of her Hand j 
and tho' (he left thofe of Power behind her, (he made 
fure of all that were of Profit, knowing, like a fkilful 
Politician, they would at laft produce whatever her 
Ambition could defire. 

The Court having lain, for this fmall Space of 
Time, much in the (ame Condition that Aurantio left 
it, 'twas high time now to think of a Remove, in or- 
der to which Zarab call her Eyes about to fee what 

£ (he could find to place neareft Albaniots Perfon, 

^ho at the fame Time might fecure and pro- 1 
mote her own Intereft. It happened at this Junfture 
J)evonius, as Haughty and Noble~a Peer as any was 
in dJbizion* was then Principal Staff-Officer of the 
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Hmtftoid, and Zarab finding flic could not eafily.di » 
place him, was rdblv'd to weary him out, by dif- 
countenancing all his Under Officers, or • make him 
obey Her Commands, by placing fuch in them as 
Ihe direfted. One Day there happen'd a Vacancy, 
Upon which Inftance was immediately made to Zarab 
to fupply it, for no Body prefumed Devonius would 
be\j(b bold as to afifert his own Right, when it was con^ 
traiy to Zarab's Will and Pleafure ; but this Confidcr 
ration did not in the lead affeft our Gallant Peer, who 
was fo hardy as to enter himfelf into the Lifts 
with this powerful Enemy. 

Zarab took upon her the Nomination, and fent 
away her Officer without Ceremony to be confirm'd 
by Devonius i but to her great Mortification, and 
contrary to the leaft of her Expeftations, he fent 
her a huffing Mefiage back again, nor fail'd that 
Minute to fecond it himfelf, by waiting on her with 
an Air of Grandeur equal, if not fuperior, to her 
own ; Madam, faid he, jire you Queen of Albigion ? 
Or am. I Lord Steward of the Houjhold? If you are 
the firfc take this Staff? If I am the lajt, I only do 
my Duty ». by this JuJlification t and you have done m,re than 
yaw's to be the Occafton of it. She was ftartled at this, 
ft being the firft Rub ihe had met withal fince fhe 
fancy*d her felf Abfolute Miftrefs of the Court. 

We need not doubt but this Ufage made Zarab 
cautious how fuch Men of Spirit as Devonius^ were 
employed again m any confiderable Pofts that might 
interfere with her Government ; therefore Ihe pitch- 
ed upon Canutius as a proper Perfon for her Turn, 
ai^d one who would make himfelf eafier under her 
Adminiftration : Accordingly he had a Staff, and wa$ 
made the next Great Officer in the Court to Devonius ': 
I .don't fay if was given him. 

Fof 
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• tor Canutius happening once to be at Play with 
Zarab, he loft more than^ a Talent of Gold to 
her : not at Cari* or Dice, wjhich were not known in 
thole Days, but at a certain Game they call in AUrigi- 
m Loofe-all. And this Lady, who was always fam'd 
for Gratitude, finding fhe had fo gteat an Obliga- 
tion laid upon her 4 ,' and he the only Perfon in the 
World fhe defied fhould enjoy that Place, with- 
out further delay put him in Poffeflion of it, which 
feme malicious reople faid he purchas'd at too dear 
£ Rate: But however it was faid, he was giatjfy'd, 
and Zarab pleas'd (he had got a Gamefter that under- 
flood Loofe-all fo well. 

. The People of Albigion, which is a Country full 
6f Ill-nature, made ftfahge Conftru&ions of this Af- 
fair* fome talked .very loofely of Zarab; others re- 
proached Albania, the belt Woman in the World, for 
giving iuch Liberties to a Subject as Sovereigns them- 
felves have been check'd for. But all th? World a- 
greed fhe was. imposed on by the fubtle Infinuations 
and Devices of Zarab 9 x who got fuch $n Afcendarit 6* 
ver her in hejr Youth, fhe could never fhake off all he* 
life after :. ,But let the Matter be as it would, Albania 
was never free frcjm her Influence, no more thkn lhfe 
Vas from her Perfon, for fhe ftuck' td f her like a 
Burr to a Garme/it. 

■ The chief Reafon indeed why fhere . wa* no 
Thoughts at this Time of 0ay of frtejng the G-^-^t 

from this U E^—b y which fuck'd the L ■■ k 

B d of the Nation/ tho' there was an Able Mi- 

niftry then chofe, was becaufe Hippolito was the Mah 
.pitched on, as the irfbft fitting to ferve his Countrtr 
an that Station in which he was employ'd, and which 
.reqUir'd one of a double Capacity, which he was hap- 

Sy in, to ,wit, that 6f a good Statefman and a good 
. oldie*. This taade it neceffary for Albania to give 



Liit all the Encouragment imaginable, atid'bcftow 
upon him all thofe Honours his Merits might juft- 
ly claim. While Albigion was equally pleas'd, both 
with her Choice and the Difpenfations of her Fa- 
vours, but at the fame time, could not forbear to' re- 
flect, that Zarab had done nothing for the Pijblick 
Service that could deferve fuch diftinguiftiing Marks 
of her Sovereign's Bounty,, as were fit to make hei- e- 

qual to her Q^ n, and had already given her that 

Title in the ^louths of all her Subjects \ many of 
which had felt the Refentments of her -/tnger keen 
as that of Regal Power. 

Among the reft, there is this particular Inftance : 
As ftie was palling through the Streets of Lodunum^ 
where fhe often went to Traffick with the Merchants, 
and where the Traders would tremble when they 
faw her at their Shops, ever fince the Story that they 
had amongft them of her Cunning Way' of pUr- 
chafing of Velvets; through thefe Streets 4 as fhe was 
paffing in her Chair,, an Unfortunate Aga met he* 
paffing by without Ceremony, his Cymeter broke 
the GJafs, for which his Gommiffcori paid in a few 
Days* for her fmpferial Highnefs dilcovering ha 
Name by her Servants when he waited at Hippo- 
lito's Levee, without concealing her Anger, of the 
Caufe of the Aga's Difgrace,. got him abfol'utefy 
Cafhiefd from the Army, not fuffering him to' be 
heard, or his Friends to make Interceflion for him. 

This* as we may eafily believe, provoked the At* 
to; write the following Letter to Zarab, which he 
caus'd to be dropt in a Publick Coffee-Houfe, and w& 
read thus ; Madam, How great a Shame is it for Albi- 
gion to fee Albania, the Mother' of her Country^ a 
Princefs who loves Goodnefs, and the Repofe of her Sub- 

jegs* facrific*d to the Ambition of a , who ren- 

4rstcr fto wcakejl cf all JVmen. The Generous Hip- 
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fiolito bias too much Honour to efpoufe your AStions, Al- 
bania too much JuJHce to pardon yom Crimes, Albigioo 
too much Power to bear your U furcations, and I too much 
Wrong to forgive the Injury 

This jnade a terrible Noife throughout Zfidunum* 
and every Body pity'd the poor Aga, who was made 
a Sacrifice to her Indignation : And the whole Sol T 
diery were fo concern'd, it made the Young Rakes 
think cooly in an Evening, left by getting Drunk, 
they (hould (tumble againft Zarab's Chair, and in- 
ftead of breaking her Giafles, be broke themfelves. 
Some of them were fo dif-fpirited at the Narrar 
tion of the Agd*s Fate, they would trembk at the 
Name, and as foon face the Mouth of a Cannon, as 
a Chair in the open Streets. 

But ftefe things did not at all affe£t the good For- 
tune of Zarab, which pour*d in upon her like a 
Deluge, and had been enough to have fwept away the 
moft rolitick Favourite, had not Albania, like a Rock, 
fcreenf d her from the Infults of tempeftuous Waves, 
which -began to roul upon her apace from the oppo 
fite Shore. Danterius and Roffenfis fuccceded well 
in their Councils at Home, and Ormondo was fuccefs- 
fill abroad. Hippolito in the mean time had done little 
in the Field ; fo that Zarab had nothing to boaft o£ 
whereon to ground a Reafon for her Ufurpations over 

her Fellow Subje&s. M upon this began to 

make her very uneafie, which foon put her upon the 
Methods of finding out a Way tx> make him filent; 
by lefs Attendance on the Court. So that Councils 

were Held without M being calPd, and Bu- 

finefi done without his Secrecy. 

This being obfervM by Danterius who was much 
valued by all Men for his wife Cbunfels, foon four'd 
his 'Temper from the publick Bufinefs, for he found 
fce was going jo be made a Tool to Fuiwtts, §olani, 

H 2 Devoniusy 
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pevonius, and fhe refjt of fylpon^s §tatefmen, tp 
whom now lie could reckon himfelf no better than an 
Under-Secretary. This gaiil-d him to the Heart to 
think of, confidering the Services he had done, and 
the Slights he had received from Court by Means, as 
it was fuppos'd, of Zarah y who monopofliz'd all 
-Favours to her felf and Family. 

Roffenfa IkmteriuSy and M — - f perceived now 

amongft thefnfelves, they could no ^longer ferve 
jUbigion, fince Albania was refolved to enter into 
fcther Counfels ; and it feem'd plain to them no Body 
could continue in the Service of Albania, that were 
not firft* refolved to do Homage t6 Queen Zarab ; 

fhe would adinit of no Rival in p— *t or C 1 ^ 

and it is well known Yolpone pay'd 1 more Court to Z#-< 
rah's Coucbee than Albania** Levee. 

For about this ^fime, Smerius^, a very great Offi^ 
cer in the Cburt, having Bufinefi erf Importance 
with Volpone* and feeing him go towards Zar&b's 
Lodgings after Council was over, depended upon it 
he fhould find him there. Now Somerius was one of 
thofe who never made it his Study to know how to 
Cog, Flatter, and Prevaricate, and who never was 
of Opinion, that the Chief Virtue of the Court 
confifted in knowing how to Lie well, but rather 
valued himfelf upon having a good. §tpck of Freedom 
aid Plainnejs. Volpqne y oa the othfr hand, was a 
&, Man who knew perfe&ly how to wear two.Faces 
under one Head, that Was to F— r-ge, Flatter 
and Diffvjjnble, arid never fpeak as he thought ; 
And this he did for -certain Reafons and Jyl^xim$ ? 
which .he would have perfivajjed AOngion, to bdieve 
were • void of all Ekfign and Artifice, and managed 
with fuch temper and Moderations that the leaft 
Iiconftancy or Levity might not appear in diem. 
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As foon as Sameritls had dUpatched his Affairs vitf> 
Albania, he haftes with ^11 Speed to Zardb** Apartr 
frient, and enquires for Votyont j the Old Moor, who* 
.generally attended there, and having his Inftru&i- . 
ons, denied he bad been there that Evening ; but toldhim^ 
he believed he might find his Lordfiip there another time. 
Fes, anfwer'd Somerius angerly and aloud, that the 
whole Gallery might hear him ; I believe fi too, I may 
find Volpone here, if I come early enough, and in— 
with Zarah. The Moor was Thunder-ftruck at 
thefe Words, proceeding from fo great a Man, 
knd having fo many People then in the Gallery^ 
therefore, without any further Reply, clapt the 
Door on his Grace, and withdrew into the Lodfo 
ings. *• 

' This did not a little provoke Somerius, who was 
liaughty, tho* he was Volpoue % $ Creature in other 
Jlefpefts : \ therefore he turn'd from the Door with 
Anger ih his Countenance, and Refentment in his 
JJreaft, and the firft Peffon he met, which happen'd 
to be' Lunar ius, who had formerly been a Rakilh 

P r, and whom he entertains with this Difcourfe j 

after having told him how he had been us*d; My 
JLord, faid he, Few Perfons follow the Court without en- 
gaging tbemfelves in the Service, either of the Prince, or 
of fome Chief Minijler, to make their Fortune : AFrienct 
of ours, who hath fix 9 d himfelf in a good One, made UJe 
of a great deal of Art and Indufiry, agreiable to a Pro r 
verb known and us 9 d in Courtjfyip, that is, to win the 
Maid before the ]\tifl:refs^ hereby to facilitate bis De/ign, 
as well knowing that to be the only Way \ in order to which 
he Jet all his Craft on Work to gain the Maid, that by 
her be might find out her Miftrefles Humour, and confer • 
quently, to difcern her Inclinations, without taking Notice 
of the Greatnefs of her Pomp and Condition, or having • 
that due Regard to the Inter eft of her Kingdoms. 
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," In fine* by this Qourfe of bis* bf came fo perfeilly toyn* 
dirftand her* and pkafe ber* by complying with her in 
ipbttffoever be faw acceptable* to ber* that be very ea- 
Jily grew to obtain ef ber wbatfbever be would* and to 
fettle bis Fortune fo advent ageoufty as be bad done , in order 
to which* the clofe Inter eft which he made, and the Friend- 

Jbip which be procured with ber Cr -r .-. and D k* was 

tf?e main Spook in the Wheel of his Fortune* and of the 
waft confidtrable Ufe and /fflftaqce to him. 

I know who you mean, jinfwerM JLunarius ; andjt 
muft be very trotfblefonp* faid he f for a Perfon of his

than to pkafe the Queen berfelf* and there is.no doubt f 
Vntinued he, but be who undertakes fitch Kind of Ser- 
vice* finds at fir ft a great many Difficulties in bis Way* be- 
caufe be never moves but by afecond Motion* inrefpeR of 
his Duty to one* and Obedience to another : But Pains 
and Troubles grow eqfie by Cuftom* whereas otberwife they 
are odious and burtbeufome * and feme Afeq, rather than 
they wfO ufe tbemfelves to Um* are cogent to tyfe what 
others gain* by undergoing them* tfyo* they are Matters 

J 9$ of Honour and Jdvantgge* Jince by Humility and At- 
duity we vanfuifb the greateft Difficulties * but every Bo- 
dy cannot follow the Court* and rnaintain bimfelf in the 
fyrvice a. JV * aqd a tyurtier\ every Body can- 
not yield fuch entire Obedience to a State P te, 

and make a Thoufand Congees and Cringes for a fa-* 
vourable Nod* or a good Look.

Sort of People are per/waded to the contrary^ and the. mejt 
clearfigbttd Eyes turn it to her Adva*tage x that her Gen* 
ftdfiey and Per fever once in the Matter are the J unification 
of her Innocence \ and that good Intentions never mtke 
any Account at attoftbeNoife rats' d from Detrition: 
Guilt is never without a CbaraQer, we may read ft in 
the Criminals Faces •, it will appear in their very Eyes, 
and exprefs that the Contempt of Virtue bath caufedan 
InfurreOion of the Pqffions. 

* Now if tbefe iSvo Perfom, continued he, who are 
dttow'd to have great Spirits, bad neither Shame or Fear 
exprefs 9 d upon their Faces 9 bow wou % d it be pofftble for a 
Woman, whofe Sex is no lefs bafbful than weak, to have 
the Confidence to appear at Court, andjbow her Face, af- 
ter having blemijfcd her Honour, and efieciaUy it bam 
PubUJh'd? 

As there are different Lovers, fi there are different 
Loves: And tbo* that Sympathy which in all Likelihood is 
between them, upon the Account of their Rcfembtenee fo 
each other in Politicks, may bavefremuent Privacies % jmd 
tbofe frequent Privacies fame little Kmdncfs, yet IJrikve 
fays ; he, neither of their Defires have tranfeended the 
Bounds of an agreeable Converfatm.

And tbo 9 Men perfwaded me it was as 
eafie to difentatigk one's felf from Love, as it was to break 
with a Friend^ when one bad a Mind to it r yet. have I found 
Ulltbefe Rules untrue in myfetf* and that thej haye nothing 
in them but vain Imaginations. . : As for the dijtintfion of 
u Lover from a Friend^ I have likewife had the fame fifo- 
tions with thofe who were of Opinion they might fptir on 
toy Hopes to the Achievement of my Defires ), and as for 
the Facility of for faking her, tho % another's, Alas! I have 
not found, a Poffibility yet to effeS it % after* having 
put in Praftice all the fevere Leffons 1 cou'd* think 
of to pumfh my felf. 

I have tried all things in vain> as flattered by the Opi- 
turn tbatfhe had yet a Heaven of Live kft 9 which I might 
Cultivate : . Hcrebf you. may judge of the Effefis of Love Pt 
and the Power of Inter eft \ and that the Chains of fiub 
as adore them are tooftttmg to be broken. IJhou'd not reck- 
M my felf Guilty of Impiety^ fay* he, if I fay, that Love 
which we bear to Women deprives us of the life of our Free- \ 
<rfll y and bath n kind of Tyrannical Influence upon our 
• Liberty. I have ever obfertfd this Truth among ft Lover 9 , 
when I have read in Hiftories bow many have died for 
their Miftreffes \ and bow a violent Pqffion of Loves, 
flights all kind if Danger and Ganfideratioys wbatjb- 
ev& * and 1 had fufficient Experience of this Power in ny 
felf when 1 fought rather for the Inter efts of her whom 
I worfbipp% than for my Friend* tibofe Honour was 
much more concerned.

For Valour, which is an impetuous Heat, that for our Sa- 
tisfaction throws us upon Dangers, is hurtful to a Man, un-~ 
lefs be deliberately thinks before &e executes. So that ta 
fight, as you have done to Day with a young Lord, upon 
little or no Ground, and for a flight and frivolous Occajon, 
efepofes your Honour" to every idle Blafi of Fame, and your 
Intereft to the Hazard of afooltjh Vanity. 

Here Aranio had not Patience to let him proceed, 
but interrupted hirri thyf :

An4 bad I little or no Ground to Sorrel when you was 
mdwitbln tandJ-* y? ff I err' d to Day, f 
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M fure ydur Lordjhip err*d lafi Night. Thefe k(l 
Words bad like to have ruin'd his Lordfhip's Pre- 
tentions to Moderation* for he was forced to fummons 
all liis Conduct and his Reafon to fupport himfeif * 
nor were they able to calm the impetuous Stream of 
fildod. that boy I'd into his Face, but in Spight of all 
Ins Temper,, he difcoveiM his Cbnfufion, which made 
Aranio retire with fome Pleafure, after his former 
Mortification, and cou*d not forbear now refle&ing: 
that he was Criminal, in engaging for one, who- 
inftead of returning his Gratitude, went to read a Lee- 
tun) to him, that when it came to his own Turn, he 
Was not able to praftife one Leflbn of. 

\jthc* this Matter blew like a Whirlwind about, it 
Was as foon ovti 4 , and Hippofito's Return from a glo- 
rious Campaign put an End to every malicious Tongue,- 
tjiat wou'd now and then talk unluckily of Itarah : For 
2ik$ippolito*s Health was obferv*d to-be oftner drank, 
even than Aibania\ Zarab*$ was what the Albiginois 
ih general wou'd never once fo mufch as attempt to offer 
in -Publick for fear of Affronts* for as eVfeiy Bbdy 
wtfe iavifh of their Scandal againft her, fo every' Body 
itffere as cautious of praifing her 5 for it was fcarOe pof. 
£bfe to come into Company, where the Fame of her 
notorious Aftions were not trumpeted. For if 
I^—n^s were withdrawn from the poor Widows 
0?;$— n> they were charitably defign*d to be beft-* 
oV'd on poor Workmens Widows, that fhou*d fuffer 

by B ing for her H fs. Nor wanted fhe a 

Salvo to fave, Albania's Charity extending beyond the 
PfoVifldn for her Own Family. If a hundred P&und 
was given to ppor Petitioners, her H— — -fs very wel£ 
deferv'd Four/core for the procuring it. 

Nor are thefe great Perquifites beftow'd, as fomo* 
malicious Feople wou'd fuggeft, for Private, but fo^ 
J^M&* En&s f Migion cou'd not be bleft with Ptfic* 
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;ancj Moderation at fo cheap a Rate a$ fhe JPriq^of 
a few dirty Acres are able to purchafe : no, no, there's 
more in it than. a few dull-fighted People were able to 
iee through: Andthevaft Sums of Money fome fenctf 
Zardb hoarded up, were all liberally difpens'd for pub; 
lick Ufes; nor did Volpone fail to join with the piou$ 
Work, by aflifting her Highnefe in this great t)efigij 
of uniting all the Hearts of Her Majefties Liege Peo- 
ple, when Penfions and Commiffions were beftov , d 
Gratis, for the Promotion of Peace and Unity* and 
Ecclefiaftical Dignities given to quarrelfome D — rs 
pn purpofe to keep peaceable C — m — n quiet. 

How many thoufand Pounds were remitted yearly for 

fhe private Services put of Zarab's E -r and 

yolpone's T ry ? And all this to fupport the Inter* 

eft of Albigi<m y by keeping jn fuch a juft Miniftry, as 
knew how to lay' out; Her Majefties Revenues to the 
beft Advantage: Not fuch as wou'd.cautioufly fave 
pur Money, which hang it was not, w6rth our keeping, 

and let Xarab and Volpone H g or Dr n, they 

, fare not which, fo it be but either. Thefe are fuch 
Minifters as the Albigions doat on ; for they are a cove- 
tous People, and wou'd lave their Money, tho' a thouf- 
and fuch excellent State Tools fhou'd fwing for it. 
And therefore they fay Obornius and Roffenjis were great 
Patriots, becaufe they lov'd their Countries Money ; 
and had more Regard to a JFarm in Albigion, than to 
» Kingdom in : Utopia. But we find Crowns are not 
purchas'ci at fuch eafie Rates > for Albigion has paid 
more for a Title than fome Kingdoms are worth. 

' And tho* Zarab Reign'd without a Kingdom, fhe 
-was a happy Queen, becaufe fhe liv'd in Luxury and 
at Eafe, without her Subjeds Afliftance, and in fpite 
of their Teeth : She taxed them not, yet they pay'd 
her Revenues againft their Wills \ fha was the Mir- 
ror of her Sex, and the Pbcenix of a Queen, fo/ there 
never was one like her, nor ever will be 
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But jiov pe jnwft meef her, paying her Devoirs tq 
% 4&ania 9 who is preparing to pafs through Lodunun% 
for Joy of Hippofitfis great §uccefs : Nor wanted Z*- 

?o£ an Opportunity to £atch the Praifes of the gaping 
Throng, Without Albania and tiippolito - 7 fhe fails not 
|x> prepare her felf, and beautiful Solatia her Daugh- 
ter to attend her Majefty in this Proceffion. For Va- 
nity and Ambition were tWo Things lhe would not mils, 
if to be had. And lhe would be lure never to give Al- 
lama the Opportunity of gratifying any bodv?s Ambiti- 
on befides her own, nor let the People doubt who had 
the beft Pretenfions to Albanians Favours, but that lhe 
f laim'd 111 as her undifputed Right. 

There was no Body came near the Court, with the 
"Vanity to think of being her Rival, but rattier the uu 
mdft of their Ambition was to bfe her Creature j of 
however, to obtain fo much Eiyoor that fhe might not 
be their Eneipy. This rendertd her very happy and 
great, that fhe had npthing to fear, arid fcarce any 
thing more to hope for," but to revenge her felf of her 
Enemies, Which ''were too numerbtis to give her die 
leaft Encouragement of any Profpedt' that Way.

4 The firft that was to be made fefrtifcle of her Refent- 
tnent was J$ — : — L , who had befqrthand made him- 
fclf indifferent to all that Zarab Of the Court cou'd 
pretend to offer or tantalize hir^ ^ithal : But they, 
being ignorant of his Refdlutfop, V/ere refolved to 
devife lqmthing that mi^ht be offered Jjim very great, 
yet very vlnfuitable to him, ' ip that -he cou'd Hot hi 
Jionour accept of it, or refqft it in Difdain ; accord- 
ingly Vohone was to Wait on him With/ as they thought" 
an unexpe&ed Meflage; which was, that Albania]!

Slut M— with a great deal of Wit peculiar to 
im, anfwerM Folpent to Tiis great Mortification, thafc 
be thank* d her Majefiy for her Superabundant favours* 
and as to her great — — — be tbanPd God be was bred* 
Gentleman, and bad not bis fortune to make* but wotfid 
willingly wait till the Patriarchal Jtognity/boifidfafl, for 
which be thought bimfelf as ply Qualified \ if Albania 
wou'd be pleased to ifyfow that on bim, be jhou\d return 
bis Thanks \ in the mean Time he wotC-d Jay fatb bis pre- 
fer* Office and bimfelf at her Feet, but did not think it 
"proper to return it by tbe Mcjfcngcr. 
* This nettled Volpone r wKo tod the intended Affront 
he brought return'd upon himfelf \ and the Relation 
of M , his bantering them with their kind Pre- 
fer*, fent Zarab twenty Miles out of Town, where 
the fklls of St. Albania rung fuch a Peal in her Ears, 
(he wifhM her felf deaf whenever fte came there ai 
long as fhe liv'd after j but this was but a Prelude to 
what fupceeded in a Httle Xi me « 

The next Berfon (he difcarded was an old Patriot \ 
and an old Courtier % one that cou?d bite too as well a$ 
jnarl upon OcCafion j and the Lofs of his Staff, tho' hi 
was aged, did not fo fa£ diftbJe him, but he might live 
tb help a f lame Dog over the Stile yet. He was for- 
merly Hippolitol Friend, and no Enemy to Yolpone, bufc 
jflbigion now was the Qire of his grey Hairs ; and Za- 
tab** Anger could not provoke him to leave his Coun? 
fay to her Condudh pr r«s Sbeepfolds to thcfcare of hei- 
fbepberd. He was grown too Powerful for the JVofoes+ 
and too Politick for the Devices of the Fox. * The 
Cambrian was fitter for his Office, for he couM fawr* 
£ke atmeC— t D -g, and lick the Feet of his M— s. 
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But noy Zarab's Thoughts were bufiiy eFppIoy\f 
Jiow to manage Affairs againft the next great Sitting 
of the States of AUrigion, for the prefent M — rs were 
very refty, tho* to her great Satisfa&ion their Tiip$ 
was fliort ; however, they perplexed her with whaf 
they did, and fhe cou'd not reft quietly, till Alba- 
niahad fent them into the Coyntry like a Parcel of ill 7 
mwoer'd B — s, that had no more Refpedt for Zarab, 
-when fhe came in Competition with their Country's In? 
tereft, than if (he hffl been nothing but the Daughter 
of Jenifa : Therefore fhe was glad when fhe faw their 
Packs turn'd, and an Opportunity was given. her to 
revenge her felf upon fhme of them who had been very 
Malapert to her, when they fuppos'd the Power wa$ 
lodgM in their Hands. So that me was refolv-d now, 
not only to make them fenfible who' it was they were to 
pbey, but for the future to fecure herfelf under tfyc 
Prote&ion of a Shade of her pwn raifing. 

Therefore fhe fent Circular Letters with fecret In r 
fbru&ions to all thofe Petty States and Provinces, , who 

fent R s to Lodunum r to debate about the Grand 

Affairs of Albigion* that they fhou'd E 1 no D — , 

but fuch and fuch as were- by her H fs nominated 

and appointed, as fit to anfwer the great Ends for 
Which they were defign'd, under the Penalties o£ 
her JDifpjeafijre, and Forfeiture of her future Favours, 
Immediately upon thefe Intimations feveral States and 
P - — under her H — Direction made their Ackr 
nowjedgmepts in very fubmiflive Terms, and acquaint* 
e^her they wou!d incontinently obey her Inftru&ions* 
^nd thought;, themfelves in Duty bound to thank her 
for the gnft$ Care fhe took of jllbigiotu, and for the 
particular Regard fhe had to their feveral States, by 
fhe munificent Bounties fhe had caus'd to be diftribut- 
f^d among them. Thof fome immoderate People wen; 
h unconfgiqnable as fo be difia$isfied with tljei& things. 
r V ' * ~ an<J 
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iiid faid they were fo far from reconciling NeigKbouf% 
that they fet 'em all together by the Ears in the 
Country, for fome got all the Money, and they were 
for Peace and Moderation^ others got none, and they 
were for War. 

This made fuch Civil Diflentions, that Albania was 
obliged to make many new Govemours of Provinces, 

purely to fupport M , and keep Mens Mouths 

fhut, as well as tie their Hands, that they might not 
oppofe fuch Men as were well principled in Political 
Religion, and zealoufly affedted to her Highnefs's pre- 
lent Government; but notwithftanding all this, the 
ftubborn People of Albighn were obftinately bent to 
oppofe all her tender Oflfers of G~ — •. Few wou'd 
hearken to her kind Declarations, but fome unthink- 
ing Heads, who were followM by a Train of giddy 
Mob, that hunger'd after the Flelh-pots of Egypt,- 
but wou'd believe Miracles no longer than while theif 
Belljes were full : For they were, like all other Mul- 
titudes, on their Side who fed them, but withdraw 
the Hand that gives them Bread, and they are gone 
like a Flock of Wildfowl. 

It was now high time to make ufe of all the Stra- 
tagems her Female Wit cou'd think of, for the Tide 
feem'd to roll ftrong, in fpite of all the Efforts fhe 
bad made to ftem it. Zarab had caus'd Albania to 
make a Progrefi into the Country, whereby fhe might 
win the Hearts of her Subje&s to her Obedience, and 
influence the moft obftinate by her milder Prefence. 
She vifited the eldeft Daughter of Urania firft, and 
fliow'd her the Virtues fhe wou'd have her imitate * 
who not only own'd the bright Example who pro- 
pofed 9 em, but fworc that Gratitude and Principle ob- 
ligfd them to purfue whkt their Sovereign had fo kind- 
ly taught them. This Declaration animated Zarab, far 
uat (he cou'd dpubt of no ill Confluences after fuch 



a Frank Acknowledgment: Therefore fhe proceeded 
with Albani* on their intended Expedition m all the 
height of Expe&ation, that every thing muft now 
iucceed according to her Wifhesu. But flie tfras no foon- 
er returned to> Lodunum^ but thi firft thing fhe met 
withal was a publick Defiance againft her from Ura- 
nia? s Daughter* telling her of all the fecret Befigns fhe 
had to undermine her: That (he had cover'd her felf 
with fo thin a Veil, they had difcovcr'd her fafhid- 
nable Face, which they wou'd never truft again for • 
her Sake) in fhort^ the whole Thread fhe had fpuft 
in that Jfourney was quite linravell'd. She had left her 
Mafk of Moderation behind her, which was pdl*d in 
pieces, and fent Albigion for a Specimen of her reli- 
gious Defigns; but fome burnt it, others cut it in- 
to Atoms, but the wifeft Sort preferv*d it cairefulty 
In Spirits* as a Prefcrvative in future Times againft 
Moderation, Perfidp r and Hipocrify. , 

This tlfage foz'd upon her Head fo violently, it 
dad like to have coft her her Life ; what to do in this" 
Extremity fhe cou'd not tell, 1 for all the Nation had their 
Eyes upon her, expe&ing how fhe wou'd behave her- 
felf in this Jun&ure ; fhe durft not impart her Afflic- 
tion to Albania, who had already enough to refleft on, 
for fuffcring her felf to be carried ?bout for a Show, 
only to Countenance 2utrab 9 s Efefigns. Bkfides, this 
jeevifh Daughter of the Mufes> had retorted Albania** 

Vifit upon her, as a Treacherous In- • of hers ta 

draw them into a Snare, and then leave them to fhift 
for themfelves. She accused Albania of Ficklenefs,' 
who had been applauded for unalterable Conftancyy 
and began to Lampoon her, by comparing her to the 
Wind, which is always fubjed to change; in fhort, fhe 
talked ftrangely, even of Albania herfelf, upon the 
Score of that Vifit, which fhe was ftill uncharitably in- 
dm'd to believe was defign'd for ao good taker jf andr 

a* 
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8$. to Zarab, {he Defpis'd her, lhe RidictiI'd her^ irt 
all Company, and to all the Young Fellows that Gnu 
yers'd with her ; and Ihe wqu'd never forgive hei* 
For ufing her Canterius, her Brufcus, and all her Low- 
ers, fo ill. 

. The Noife of this Refentment ftruck Zarah's Ears 
with an unufual Surprize, lhe was troubled at it ex- 
treamly, and fome fay figh'd for borrow, which lhe 
was fcarce ever known to do before, but her bettef 
Thoughts prevailed ujxm her at that Time, and fhe 
reproached her felf for ftfch Bafe Def5gns. But it is a 
ticklifh Bufinefi for a Wpman to repent of a Thing^ 
that extreamly delights hfcr j and lhe feldom charged 
herfclf home for a Fault fo pleafing as Revenge. For 
thefe Reproaches of Zarah againft her felf were not al- 
together the mod violent that might be expe&ed from 
one that pretended to have a real Senfe of a Fault, but 
rather from one that was difappointed, that her De- 
figns cou'd not have their intended Effeflt, fo that 
fometimes Ihewqu'd be angry with herfclf for making' 
fo much ado. At laft, being alSuked by Turns, on 
tjie one Side by Reafon % and the other by Inter eft and 
Pqffiom lhe got up early in the Morning? without ha- 
ving been able to take any other Refolution, than to 
yield her felf up, if poflible, to be governed by Vol-* 
pane j and be for the. future meerly Paflive in the Ma- 
nagement of that Bufinefs, which fo long had ruin'd 
her Repofr. 

But alas, thefe were but vain Imaginations, and 
Dreams of a lickly Mind * for lhe cou*d no more be- 
Governed by Volpinej than Albania cou'd Govern her i 
ffp meeting with him in the Gallery prefcntly after, 
fee reproached him with want of Politicks for her 
Miicarriage in her late Pfogrefs^ My Lord, faid Ihf^ 
jfou might have inform 9 d me better^ than fuffer me to be 
ucpojid to a Tbou/Ond Malicious Tongues, I had avoided y 
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if ydur £ ; — p bad not given me a more agreeable* 

Cbaraft'er of 'em. But they are an abufhe People, and' 
throw all their Dirt upon me ; mean time you pafs for a 
Saint y and let the Odium lye at my Door-, either ajfert my 
Innocence to the World % or Albigion Jball know who 
B — ■ her Liberties, aud who S — ■ her Free- 
dom \ who makes Religion a Politick Engine, and who 
Albania a Wooden Tool. 

Votpone was confounded",: and flood Mute as a Statue, 
while tarah triumphed irf her Paflion,. and footh'd her 
Rage for a Time with fuch like Reflexions : At laft he 
recover'd * himfelf, but with a trembling Voice an- 
fwerM •, Madam, faid he, tbe^Sentimtnts I had of you' 
were quite different from this outrageous Phffion Ifihd in 
you ; pay tell me coolly what I bav'e dbne that is not for 
your Inter eft and your Glory, for all the World befides is 
indifferent to me. How many' Reflections have I borne 
when I was conftrain r d to oblige you ? What Anxieties has 
it not caused in me pice I was fo neaf AOfd to pur 4 

H ? Tetyou barbarouffy withdraw your Heart 

from me, whofe Poffeffion Jweeten 9 d all my Sufferings, and 
you come now to facrificejne to your Difcontent, which I 
am not knowingly guilty of, my Tendernefs ft ill inter effes it 
felffor you, and weak as I am, I wottd willingly ferve 
you, tbo 9 at the Expence of my own life. 

Weak indeed, my Lord, faid Zarah, when you: cottit. 
not prote£l me from being infulted in the Palace, but much 
weaker in your Head, when you could not forejee the Con- 
sequences of tbofe feign* d Complements and Flatteries we 
paid Urania's eldeft Daughter, to have a Return of the 
irileft kind imaginable, even to have our Favours dejpifed* T 
,etir~ Intrigues laugh 9 d at as empty ProjeSts\ Apprentice 
Boys hoot at me as I pafs the Streets, and throw me PilH* 
to Purge the Spleen ; fo that unlefs Volpone's Thoughts 
be better, I Jball have nothing for the future to Juftifie my 
Conduit? but all tbofe who read the Hiftory of my Life 
&?#/aelt$>onm us a Monftar. 
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Madam * fold Volpqne, if I do not redeem your Honour 
T defire to appear a Tboufand times more Criminal (ban 
<yQU can reproach tne\ but Fortune will fometimes play 
ftrange Fantaftick and Surprifing Tricks. However reft 
aflured, we have her in our Hands, and iHs but turning 
we Wheel and /he will reprefent new Scenes of Pleafure. 

This fometning appeas'd Zarab for the jprefent, and 
they fedately confulted of new Measures to bring a- 
bout fuch Defigns as (he wanted to eftablifh, her Peace 
and Satisfaction *)f Mmd, by frefli acquirements of 
Riches and Honour. 

In order to which, that her Intereft might be firm- 
er in Albigion* Zarab propofes an Alliance wirh Mon- 
tecuto, a Family of Riches, but guilty of as dark 
Defigns as Zarab' $. The Gobdnefs ©f Albania's Dif- 
pofition daily receives frefh Trials from Zarab^ for 
Montecuto now muft be made one of the Firft Grandees 
of Albigion^ that not one Branch of Zaralfs Race fall 
to the Ground difhonourable. This gave new Life to 
Zarab ; (he was ftrengthen'd now by a Man of her . 
own Kidney ; and it wou'd be hard to attack her of 
any fide, who had fortified her Intereft with Four of 
jthe ftrongeft Branches in Albigion. Young Montecuto 
and Hippolita, the mod Charming of her Sex, were 
doom'd to Consolidate this laft and ftrongeft Alliance ; 
.every body Pitied the«Young Lover, becaufc he was as 
happy as Beauty cou'd make him, but was infenfible 
of Love, while the Fair Hippolita fet all the World 
befide on Fire. \ 

And now it was time to think of Perpetuating Za- 
rab'% Honour, and Hippolito's Aftions \ for it is much 
queftionM which of the Two will be remember'd 
iongeft in Albigion ; if we owe a great deal to the firft, 
<here is no doubt but we are indebted to the laft 5 and 
if the Noble Edifice, ere&ed in Memory of that, con- 
tinue as long" as the remembrance of Zaralfs Name, it 
will laft as long as the Kingdom of Albigion has a Law in 

K>2 ^ 
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it for a Female to fit upon the Throne. The Refle&ion 
of this was undoubtedly no little Pleafure to 2,arab 3 
to think how Pofterity will read her Song, and flie 
live Immortal in the remembrance of a Nation flie has 
taken fuch Pains to ferve, and who \jrere fo ungrateful 
to her, even while the Marks of her favours were 
frefh in their Minds. 

By this time the C 1 and M y were al- 

jnoft all modelled to her Mind; Volpone redouble^ 
his Care and piligence, to fee that none were admit- 
ted unto Albania** Service, that wou'd fly in the Face 
of their Benefaftors : And now it was both his and 
Zarab's great Concern to obfer/e the Motion and Dif- 
-pofition of the People of Albigion, left the great Meetr 
ing of the States of that Country fhould fall into Heats 
about the Klanagement of Affairs, calj them to Ac- 
count, and overturn all that they had been doing for 
fo many Years. To prevent this, Volpoqe feigns him- 
felf a Man of Sport and Pleafure, and Xarab to pre^ 
vent Albania from thinking what was doing perfwades 
her to take her Diverfion along with yolpone * told hei* 
it wou'd be for her Health, and the Satisfaction of her 
People to fee hejr, and find her Eafiie under the Di£ 
ferences that forrie of her Subje&s endeayour'd to make 
in Albigion upon the account of Religion, as they pre- 
tended y But j faid Zarath, tbofe kind of Men have no 
R -r- n among them nor is it that they are fo concerned 
about) but becaufe ypur M—y has got a Wife M—y a- 
bout you, and they are no longer imploy'd. You may re- 
piember, continued Ihe, tbey were as troublefome in Rq*. 
lando'j Days, when he employed the greateft Statef men of 
Albigion, thpt were different in their Opinions from 
them \ how did they then torment the Good K—g-> and 
caus'dbim.to'M — — - his Beft Friends. They would 
play the fame Qame with your 14 — y, if you fhould heaK 
h^ again to'ilje Counfels of Mulgarvius^ and the reft of

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that Party j whom you haw are of turbulent, fiery, $em* 
fers, nothing of tie Meeknefs and Moderation youjb much 
recommend* and find praffifed ^y-Volpone, SigUlarius, 

find the refi ofyourprefent M . Ton know. Madam, 

laid fhe, it was for want cf this Policy your Father was 
fo unhappy, was hurried on to Ruin by Solano, who 
QounfelVd quite contrary to Aurantio, who had the Sub- 
tilty all his Reign to follow this Rule, as the only true 
State Maxim to be ufd in Albigion. 

Albania, who was all Compliance to Zarah, yield- 
ed to her Perforation, and every thing was prepared 
for her Expedition j ftie was now equipp* d like anb* » 
riier Diana, to feek her Pleafure in the Woods and 
Plains, where oft Rolando had been happy before. For 
that Prince's Crown had kt like a Crown of Thorns 
upon his Head, had not that place Eas'd him fome- 
times from Regal Cares, which were the moft infup^ 
portable to him of all Mankind ; for tho* he had a 
Head as well qualified for Bufinefs as any Man Born, 
his Heart was all made up of Pleafure, which. was th& 
Loadftone governed all the A&ions of his Life, whidji 
might have been as Glorious as the Riches of Albigipn, 
and the entire Affeftion of the People cou'd makft 
them \ yet his Clemency, and other Princely Qualities 
he was Matter of, made him die the moft lamented 
Monarch in the World. 

But to return to Albania, we fhall find her on th$ 
Plains of Rolando, which I fhall fo call for his Sake 
who loved them fo well, perfeft Miftrefs of Rural

Albania cou'd not be made fenfible of the Diverfion \ 
but fince fhp found it fetvicsablfc \& \\%\ \\ss&^ Sssk. 
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sift away the Time with Chearfolnei^ and g grcgt 
deal of Security of Mind. This pleas'd Zarab to fee, 
for it anfwer'd her Purpofe to find Albania cafie, fo 
that fhe cou'd purfiie her Game with the greateft 
Satisfaction ; for all flie had to do, in order to anfwer 
her Defigns, was to draw Albania to jCambrienfis, to 
yifit Urania** Second Daughter * tho' /he was fenfible 
jhow the eldeft had refented the Favour Jjhe beftow'd 
on her, yet to lhow the Temper ihe publickly pro- 
fefe'd to ^lllngionj fhe was eafily prevail'd on to go, 
Inhere all the Entertainment and Kind Reception was 
given her that the whole Family was capable of. Noe- 
hting was too coftly, nothing too good, that they 
icou'd treat her with* and Albania receiv'd their Ex- 
preffions of Love with mutual Satisfaction. 

This frofperous Advance elevated Zarab and Vol- 
pgne tp t&e higheft Pitch of JPleafyre th&t coy'd gratifie 
their Defires. They found this daughter of Urania 
in a f Difp9fition of ]S£ind fuitable to theirs, for fhe was 
inclin'd, as they imagined, to thofe Terms of Mo- 
deration they had propofed to eftablifh throughout Al~ 
Ugion. Nor did fne only receive Albania with fuch 
Demonftrations of Joy, but fhe Carefs'd Volpne* So- 
mmusy FuimiiSy fbnnerius and Devonius, the very ^er- 
fons Zarab had" pitched on to propofe the Matter to 
her, for which this Grand Expedition was made, and 
upon which acrcoyr^ ffye pr^cui?d tjonours to be con- 
ferred by Albania oh feveral of the Family. 

1 his fo pleas'd the Miftrefs, who was an Ambiti- 
ous Lady, that fhe told them all Cambrienfis was at 
their Service, and fhe had Intereft enough to engage 
that Place : This, tickled their Ears, for this Decla- 
ration was what they wanted, and the Bufinefs for 
which they came there. Fuimus told her* the Perfbn 
they defign'd to recommend was no lefs than a 2J*/#- 
zian, one who had Married Zarab 9 * Daughter and 
jfras SZfaxv's $on.

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The Academian Lady foon gave Jier Confent, and 
Ifromis'd her utmoft Afliftance, told Fuimus (he was* 
ienfible of Volponfs Qualifications, and that he was 
the Man in the World flie fliou'd moft willingly ef- 
poufe, not only for his own Sake, but that he was the 
Son of fuch a Father, and ally'd to fuch a Mother* 
and (he knew very well from their Two Interefts her 
Family were to expeft all that they cou'd wilh for or 
defire in AUngion. Much more lhe faid on this Subjedfc 
to induce them to believe flie was intirely theirs, and 
they need ufe no more Artifices to engage her fortfier. 
So that now it was high time to hafte to Lodunum, 
and confult what was further to be done in order to 
eftablifh a firm and lafting Intereft in the Senate of 
AUngion. 

In order to which, FoeJ&i> a Seditious Zarazian, and 
2t virulent Pamphleteer, was fet on Work, and encou- 
raged to abufe all the Able Patriots of Albigion^ Lifts 

of T were Publifli'd and Difpers'd abroad,- to 

render them Odious to their Friends and Neighbours* 
but without the lead Effedt, except near Lodumm^ 
where they had the Opportunity of improving their 
Defigns by more Ways than one. For Money about 
this time circulated apace, Lands were bought in all 
the Provinces near that Populous City, to make' more

AUngion was a Nation. Btufcus and Macaius were ftig- 
mati'zd by all the Zarazians for Ringleaders of a Party 

who were very Zealous for Prelatical R n, whica 

they faid brought Diflention among the People, dif- 

Suieted the Repofe of Albania's Government, th6 § 
le was fuppos'd to profefs the fame, having been 
Educated in thofe Principles which Zarab and Voipont 
made her believe were deftru6tive of that Moderation 
fte had promis'd to maintain in Albigion* 
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Kliefe tfefjfates, raised great Heats and Feuds every 
triiere, which were fupported and canry'd on by Nleans 
of Zarab's Partizafns* 4 who were Very Numerous, iho* 
of little Account in refoeft of others, who were the 
Chief of the Gfentry and Eccleiiafticfes of Migion ; a 
Country where the Better Sort were always faft Friends. 

to the C . This, diftjuieted the Zarazians not a 

lktle, tho* they were wjore mduftrious in their Way a* 
bundantly than the others, who depended altogether 
on the Eftabliflament of the Laws ot .their Country' 
for their Prote&ion, while the Zarazians were finding 
out Ways to avoid the force of *tr& % or if that fail'd^ 
to procure Power enough to overthrow 'em. 

Accordingly Zarazian Governours were fet pvcfr thei 
Provinces of Exefia, Canutia, and many others* in or- 
der to bring the feveral Petty States to their Lure,' 
and gain fuch an Intereft among them* as might fecurc 
themfelves and their Adherents* whefl the Grand C— 
t-t of the Nation fhou'd fit : For they dreaded this' 
Critical Time of ere&jng themfclyes into a Body of 
Men, that for the future fbou*d influence all Affairs in? 
AlkigioHy and the very People fhou'd hereafter be known 
by no other Name than Zarazians. This very Thought 
pleas'd the Ambition of Zarab> and made her Hick 
at no Difficulties to bring it about ; and fince (he 

had now both new Modelled the C t and C y,' 

flie thought there remain'd nothing to do* but fet her- 
self in the full enjoyment of her Labour *, far every' 
thing feem y d now to be out of the Reach of Malice? 
or the Power of Capricious Fortune, to prevent ; for 
thcre was fcarce.a Borough in Albigion into which hef 
Ferrets had not crqpt, fothat flie was almoft confident 
there were no C- left to undermine he*. 

However, we may fee the greateft. Politicians fotn$-' 
times deceived : For what (he thought herfetf the mp(t 

fecuto 
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Icf lire in, firft baulk'd her Expectations, even San&d 
Albania, where all her E — had play'd their, Game, 
ctefpis'd her Overture of Greatnefs, and laugh'd at her 
Threats, as the trifling Paflion of a weak Woman, 
whom they knew too well to truft in, and hated too 
much to be flatter'd by. Tho* (he wou'd have per- 
fwaded fome of them to believe flie was Liberal, who 
at that time tailed of her Bounty, the reft knew /he 

was , and therefore fcorn'd her ill-timed 

Munificence. Like true Lover5 of Albigion, they 
fearch'd into the Bottom of the Zarazian P — , and 
found out the hidden Myftery of Iniquity that has; 
fpread it felf fo far on this Side the River Tweed. Nor 
was this the only Difappointment her Illuftrious H — 

■ met withal, but th$t well laid Train at Camb- 

rienfis was difcover'd, and the Miners themfelves 
blown up.- For when they expefted with Aflurance 
to hear of the promis'd Fidelity of the younger Dau- 
ghter of Urania, Ihe prov'd as Errant a B— to 'em as 
,the Eldeft, and inftead of chufing a Zarazian of any 
Kind, fent them a Red Hot C — .n,an Albigenfis, 
worfe, if poffible, to them than a Brufcus. 
. This A&ion kt the wbole C — t in an Uproar, for 
they had all talk'd with Afliirance of Cambrienfis, fo 
that this .was the mod Confiderable Difappointment 
that cou'd have happened to the Zarazians at this 
Jun&ure ; and it not only loft their Intereft there, 
but the Noife of it reach'd as far as the Lands-end ; 
fo that they durft not venture a Second Defeat at Exo- 
nia, where they had as large Promjfes as at Cambri- 
enfis* nay, fo far they had prevaiPd there, as to en- 
gage her Prelate, w!k> had been one of their Virulent 
Enemies, to Efpoqfe Volpone ; yet when it came to the 
Trial they declin'd it, and left that entirely to the- 
Dtfpofal of Old SomeriuSy who hated a Zarazian, and 
ha? a his utmoft Power, which was very eonfiderablev

TLarab was in a Confirmation to find herfdf out-' 
fitted, and it put her to the Rack of Invention to 
find out Ways to prevent the further Progrefs of 
thefe Malicious Enemies* to her and her Zarazians, 
and accordingly fhc refolved to Vifit Roffenfia, one 
whom fhe had but little Value for, and wou'd ne'er 
have taken notice of but on fuch an Occafion : How- 
ever, fhe refolv'd with chearflil Smiles in her Coun- 
tenance x being an Excellent Miftrefs in the Art of 
DiJJhnbling, to feign an extraordinary Friendfhip for 
her, and to ufe her utmoft Power with her Husband, 
in an- Affair of Importance that nearly concern'd her * 
Madam, anfwer'd Roffenfia, who knew Zarah very 
well, what can your Hs propofe too difficult that I can 
deny y on, if in my Power? For the Honour you do me in 
afking a Favour, is fufficient for me to grant it. 

'That is enough, faid Zarah, to perfwade me you have 
a Friendfmp for me, which I cotfd heartily wifh ; but not 
to trifle time away in Complements, pray tell me, has my 
JL dfecur 9 dhis Inter eft in ? You know Mad- 
am, continued fhe, what I mean ? This Queftion rais'd 
a great Sufpicion prefently in Roffenfia that TLarah was- 
come to Pump her, which brought her into foma 
Confufion, which Zarah obferving, prefently replies, 
Madam, I find you hefitate, but let me affure you it will 

be his L p\s Fault if the Buftnefs be not done. With 

that fhe fhew'd a pretended Letter from the Govern- 

pur of to her H s, written to thafi 

Purpofe, at the Requeft of the State of , and 

faid the Inhabitants had fuch a Refpeft for her Huf- 
band, that there were no Doubt but his Affair wou'd 
take Effeft. This Sham Letter pleas'd Roffenfia won- 
derfully, and now took off all Jealoufies fhe had en- 
dertein*d of htr y tho* fhe couM not but remain in Sur*- 

prize-

prize at this fudden and unexpe&ed Kindnefs of Zar 
rab's. But not being enough upon her Guard, together 
with Zarah's Subtle Infinuations, fhe dfciovqr'd the 
"whole Bufinefs of her Husband, what Intereft he had 
in , and who were the Chief Men that opposM 

him : She was fecretty pleas'd to hear this ; but the 
more to cover her Treachery, told her thofe very Men 
were particularly obliged to her, and if fhe wou'd en- 
gage her Hulband to write Letters after fuch and fuch 
"a Manner, fhe wou'd find out Ways to make them 
take Effedt ; adding, that the State was very Necef- 

fitous, and the only Way to Eftablifh my L d*s 

In tt reft was by B — — s conveyed the right Way,, and 
by a Zarazian Hand, which was the Sureft Way to 
fucceed. 

Roffenfia was prevail'd upon to take her Advice, 
and diredly went to her Hufband, who Haftily, and 
without further Confideration, yielded to his Wife's 
Solicitation; and difpatch'd Letters according to Za~ 
rab's Defires, which fhe foon fends away, with Secret 
Inftrudtions to expofe them publickly abroad, and fb 

ruin the Jntereft of R , in order to bring in. 

Cor agio, a M n of hers, and S y to Hippolito. 

This piece of V y fucceeded even beyond her 

Expectations, for there happen'd to be a Particular Sort 
of Zaratians who efpous'd the Caufe, and refented 

R with a great deal of Indignation. They 

caus'd his Letters to be expos'd on the Town Crofs, 
an^ery'd up Zar ah for a great Friend to Albigion, in 

deMCnng this piece of V y fhe had been the In- 

venter of. On the other Side, fome of Zarab's pri-> 
vate Confpiracies were difcover'd, and made as publick 
here as they had been before at Santta Albania, where 
Letters of the fouleft Defigns were expos'd, and the* 

Character known to be that of her H s'a own 

Handwriting.' 

L 2 But 
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But all thefe things, fome fay, proceeded frojn a 
jealous Defire ffre had to promote* Religion, which wa$ 
finking to nothing in AUngion ; and unlefs it was fol- 
lowed with Fervency, People wou'd not diftinguiflj 
True Zeal from Hypocrifie, but take the firft for 4 
Temptation of the Devil, aud thelaft a pernicious 
Defign to ruin all Mankind, under the Hellifh Mask 
of Moderation. 

It is true indeed, we may be tempted to our Perditi- 
on under a fair and 'falfe Appearance of Religion, 
yrhich commonly proceeds from the Difcontentments 
pf Life, or from fome eaprjcio or Fancy of the Brain : 
And therefore it is very neceflary tq found to the bot- 
tom of Mens Hearts, to know' whether the Religion 
they profefs fpring from pure Principles, or be pollut- 
ed with fenfual Appetites ? Whether Ambition be not 
the moft prevalent, either to forward or hinder it > and 
that fince Honour is fo tempting, and we have no o- 
ther Hopes to attain it, whether we do not afpire to it 
by Means of Religion ? In ftiort, there is an infinity of 
falfe and treacherous Motives, which bring Men to 
Perdition inftead of Religion. 

How many are they who affe<5t it from a Principle 
of Vanity and Preemption, anc| do all t^ey do out of 
Defign and Vain-glory ? Some pretend to it in order t6 
be State/men, and make 3 Myftery of all Things, 1 and 
£>y a certain counterfeit and ftudied Art labour to pafs 
for great Men ; others difpofe of th^mfelves by In- 
ter eft, and infinuate with the Multitude to be proteft- 
ed by them, that fo they may exact upon the Wdrld : 
All thefe People make Religion the'higheft Point of 
fheir Politifks •, for by this Pretence they Reign imperi- 
bufly over many, and captivate the obftinate and un- 
thinking Vulgaiy who are charm'd with their promif- 
ing outfide, and never enquire farther, but let fuel} 
►Jen dilpofc of them at thur Pleafure. ' 

Anc^ 
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And it is a common Trick with them who ftudy tq 
footh and gull the World with Specious Artifices, t(f 
make frequent Ufe of Sentences in pleafant Matters, 
and in grave Ones of Religion, whieh is as fo many 
Precious Stones to embellifh their Defigns, and drefi 
up their Secret Myfteries in fuch a pleafant Garb, as 
may excite the Minds of Men to Curiofity. 

But to return to Zarahj we fhall find her pluming 
herfelf under her treacherous Conqueft over poor Rof- 
fenfia* and glorying fhe cou'd aft her Revenge upon 
any of the Enemies of the Family of TLarah. This 

animated her fo, (he immediately difpatch'd her E s 

to Woodfiockia^ where a Zarazian was opposed by 
Walterius, who till then had always had the Favour of 
that State ; nor had he been rejefted now, but by a 
Secret Stratagerri of Zarab's. For Cadogonius's Intereft 
lay entirely upon her Management, which was more 
clofe and Secret, tho* not of half that Importance as 
that of Cambrienfis. And this was owing in a great 
Meafure more to the quick Thought of Zarab's F— 

V , than to her own Contrivance ; and the whole 

Scheme of this Affair was laid by Volpone, Fuitnus y Som± 
erius, and the reft of the Zarazian Confpirators ; for 
they were all in the Intereft of Zarab, to deftroy the 

F m of all the States and Provinces of Jlbigion. 

The People were reduced to fuch a Condition, that 
they were no longer their own Matters, but Were turn'd 
this Way, and that Way, as they were mov'd by their 
Governours and Superiours, which were now almoft- 
all Zarazians throughout the Kingdom of Albigion. 

This made^the poor Wretches complain heavily, 
that they were tofs'd to and fro like Waves by the* 
Tempeftuous Winds, and were not at liberty to do 
what they had a mind. They were compelled to di- 
vide their Lands without Purchafe, and give their 
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V without Pay. They were hurry'd from their 

Houfes in the Night, nor fufiei'd to return Home 
when they few the Day. They were taught to Swear 
againft their Friends, for thofe they knew to be their 
greateft Enemies. 

. Here they faw to thA Sorrow Men of Vicious amj 
Corrupt Lives and Converfations, without one good 
Adion to recommend them, rais'd in a Trice fix>m 
Slaves, to be Governours of Provinces, from Poor to be 
Rich and Powerful, from Bafe and Unknown, to be 
Noble, and Chief of the Stale ; honoured for their Me? 

tit, that is to lay, their V y 9 becaufc they were , 

Zarazians, and Zarab got by their Service. There 
was no fuch thing as frowning or grumbling for the 
reft of the Albigtnois, if they expe&ed to obtain any 
thing they defired ; in fhort, they were for Exercifing 
a kind of Arbitrary and T>efpotick Government againft all 
that were not TLarazians, or at lead fomething of their 
Kidney, who banifh all the Signs of Generofity and 
Publick Spirits, and encourage little befide Vanity, 
Fraud and Cbeatery, which ran in the very Blood of 
fhe meaner Sort of the Zarazians, and was to be found 
too exuberant in thofe of higher Rank. For Self-in* 
terejl and C th Defigns fpring from their Pedi- 
grees, as Herbs from Plants. 

This is too manifeft in the Character of Artonio, the 
yileft Zarazian in Albigion, and one who was univerA 
ally hated even by his own Party. Who was fo far 
from being rul'd by Reafon, that he fufferd himfelf to 
be carried away by every little Perfwafion of Intereft $ 
for whofe Sake he certainly precipitated himfelf upon 
ibme chokrick Aftion, the Event whereof fullied his 
Honour with the darkeft Stains of Infamy and Difgrace,\ 
but that he valuecl no more than he did Religion, 
which he obfervfd as little as he did faying bis Debts. 
But Generous Spirits exercife more Humanity towards 
y them 
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them who have oblig'd them, than thole the whorrt 
they oblige, as we may fee by Experience pra&isM in 
the Triumphs of Great Men. All the World knows it 
is an Heroick A&ion not to be tranfported by our Pafii- 
ons; and tho' they may chance to-affault our Wills, 
yet that Judgment that governs 'em will make us relifh 
our Reafons. In ihort, the ill Life and Converfation < 
of this Zarazian has obfeur'd all the Great Achieve 
ments of his Politicks. •-»?. 

Nor had Zarab her felf been lefs admired for her' 

Policy than fhe is now for her if flie had truly. 

followed that Policy which is the only and* true Means 
to govern well, which every Day produces various 
Changes in Affairs;' wherein the Reafons of State are 
fo numerous and fo ambiguous, as to hold the moft 
Subtle Minifters in fufpence, and wherein thtre are fo 
many nice and abftrafted Precepts, that unlefs Judg- 
ment or Experience give the Art to apply them; the 
tvent thereof cannot but be pernicious or fruitlefs. 
For Policy compofes the Union of Men ; and we 
fhould not know how we lived if we were not taught ; 
fo that it is not only neceflary for the Condudt of 
States, but ufefal alfo in fuch private Converfations as 
ours; and that it is exercifed upon fenfible and par- 
ticular Objedts, tho* it be of a great Extent, and of an 
eminent and fuperlative Original 

Society is a Character which Nature has imprinted 
upon Man, by a certain Inftihft, or natural Law, 
which gives him an Internal Motion or Propenfity to 
it, and this Motion is afterwards feconjded by the Imi- 
tation of external things, which are the Conveniences 
and Commerce of this Life. 

The Objeft of Policy took its Principle from par r 
ticular Societies, and fo by degrees, in Progrefsof 
Time, rofe from fmall ones, to great ones. The Firft 
JMany and the Firft Woman* made the Firft Societ/ 

V VS. 
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jih the World;' and afterwards their Families and 
Pofterities aggrandiz'd it fo much, that of One par- 
ticular Socifety were made many ; and fo it neceflarily 
follow'd, that what was proper to one Generation on- 
ly, being augmented by different Families, muft grow 
to be varioufly divided ; that Houfes, Boroughs, Forts; 
tfowns ? and whole Provinces^ muft be Built for Lodg- 
ing and Habitation, and Convoys appointed for the 
Security of Commerce, and that all muft be deducted 
in fine into Kingdoms and Commonwealths,- and other. 
Forms of Government, that fo by the Direction of 
one or more, Order and Policy might be kept in 
Communions!, which were made by Mankind, 1 by its 
Safety and Confervations j and confequently that 
whatever might prove hurtful, either to the Publick 
or Private Intereft, might be removed and avoided : ; 
This Order hath always been accounted fomething 
more than of bare Humane Invention j and tho* it 
may look as if the Body afted principally therein, and 
that Care^ Vigilancy and Labour wrought moft in it,' 
yet it feems to derive its Origine from a higher 
Source. 

For even Irrational Creatures, without Art and 
Study, are as capable of it as we, and feem to put this 
of Policy in Pra&ice, to teach us how to guide our 
felves in the Management of States, and the diredtion 
of Nations. For Bees are a perfect Example of Policy, 1 
and that Policy of theirs is fo well ranged, and fo 
firmly eftablifh'd in their Swarms, which are their 
Communities, that we muft abfolutely conceive there 
is fomething more than Natural Inftindt given to them, 
for the Inftru6tion of our Government, in regard there 
are in the Condudt of thefe Creatures fuch certain 
Maxims, and fo well regulated an Order. 
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So that it has been a Difpute, whether Men ought 
riot to follow the natural Reafons of thofe Creatures 
\yhich are their Authors, and which we find to be as 
Potent as Juft. And it has been judicioufly decided* 
that Religion is the Principle and Foundation of Policy % 
and that thofe States are always in Danger and Difor* 
der in which it is not firmly fettled : So that the Bees* 
which never go out of their Hives, according to Tradi- 
tion, without firft croffing their Legs, and kifiing 
them, by an Inftindt as it were of Religion, {hew u£ 
what we ought to do before we undertake any Bufinefs; 
and we ought of Neceffity to Worfhip aright before 
we can know how to govern fo. 

But this was a Do&rine Zarah and her Zarazians 
w;ere fo far from pra&ifing, that they Were rather for 1 
abolifhing natural Laws of Government, and inftitu-* 
ting new ones of their own, according to their Moderri 
Scheme of Policy, and far-fetched Notions of Govern- 
ment, quite different from any yet Inftituted by Di- 
vine or Humane Right before. For the Bees teach us 
that Men ought to employ themfelves not meerly for 
their own Intereft, but their Friends 5 Labour for their 
Country, and be Induftrious for the Good and Peace 
of the Common- wealth ; and that they ought to bei 
content with what they have, without coveting what 
belongs to others, as they are with their Hi<bes y with- 
out Trouble or Difcord, and without taking or feizing 
upon thofe of their Neighbours. 

'Tis the Character of an Honejl Politician, to con- 
tribute as much as he poffibly can in order to the 
general Content of the World ; he nraft always avoid 
iaying or doing any thing which may in any ways 
difoblige. An unbounded and affronting Raillery is 
an ill Talent : Men of this Temper fpare not their 
Friends or themfelves ; I fay that of unlimited Raillery, 
for oice Raillery is what's mbft agreeable in Convex 
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fation % but it muft be ufed with the greateft Grcum- 
fpedlion imaginable % juft as a Ragout is fpoil'd by 
overfeafoning, fo by railing too iharply we render our 
felves offenfive and odfous to Company. 

Thofe who affe<5t to rail* ought to have a nice 
Manner of doing it, which may pleafe reafonable Peo- 

?le ; and 'tis even fo by thofe who ufe themfelves ta 
lattery : For thofe who flatter grofly, without Choice 
or Diftin&ion, pfeafe but few Perfons. But as moft 
Men are blinded by their Vanity, and the Complai- 
fance they have for their own Merit they don't per- 
ceive they are flatter'd, but let us underftand by their 
Satisfa&ion that what was faid obliged them, and they 
yery much approved it, and that it gave them at* 
extraordinary rleafure ; for vlain Perfons cannot for- 
bear Jhewing the ridiculoufnefs of their Vanity. 

But thofe who countenance it by falfe Adulations, 
deferve to be punifh'd as Poifoners of Society ; for a 
true Complaifance ought to be free equally from 
Flattery and Incivility ; the endeavouring to pleafe, 
Politenefs and Civility are the Effential Parts of a 
Courtier, who aims at being efteem'd above others* 
and to have generally the Approbation of a Court •> 
but I cannot excufe their cringing Embraces, baft 
flatteries, and vain Offers of Service, with which they 
deceive thofe who court them j too mean in giving 
way to fbch Conditions. 

It is dangerous for Courtiers to be too familiar, for 
it degrades them, and makes them become lefs efiy 
eem'd, by lofing a certain kind of Dignity which a, 
grave and ferious Air affords. But notwithftanding,. - 
Men of that Rank ought not to affedt a Grave Air, for 
too dull and ferious an Afpeft which continues long is 
verjj tirefome, and? the greatefl Men ought fometimes 
to unveil themfelves, and a£t according to their Na- 
tares; for 'tis not always a PropQS to be difgtiis*d -under 
*A affedtcd Form* 
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Some Men have a perfedt Fund of ill Humour, 
capable of dlfgufting all the Joys of the World ; they 
are pleas'd with the dulnefs of their Melancholy, and 
they feem to find a Diverfion in creating Strife and 
Divifion every where, -and fetting the belt of Frien$* 
together by the Ears. They have always fomethirig 
quarrelfome to tell of one another : And when they 
are at Difference they are pleas'd with the Sport, and 
(lug themfelves for it in Secret. 

Others lefs hurtful, but every whit as tirefdnte, 
groan continually under their Misfortunes, and com- 
plain feverely of their Deftiny, let the Year be never 
fo Fruitful or fo Barren, let there be either Waf or 
Peace, the Taxes doubled or leflcn'd, 'tis nevertheleft 
fo them an everlaftirjig Fund of Lamentation. 

It fignifies little, to have Wit, Senfe, or fuch like 
Qualities, we muft likewile have Proofs of a certain 
Character which encourages lis, 4nd makes oar Merits 
valued. Without pU that, Perfons that have no Merit 
nor Wit, who neither labour for the Church nor State, 
but have good . Ifatroiis,' will undo Perfons of the 
greateft Merit, arid will always exceed Men in their 
Difpenfation of Favours. A Man that for his Share 
has Wit and Senfe, is not fit to rival a Man that is 
very Rich, and very Foolifh ; 'tis but a Jeft to com- 
pare, them, and to prefer them firft; for Women, 
who naturally love Intereft, generally judge in Behalf 
of Riches. 

A; Rich and Libera] Lover, tho* never fo great a 
Fool, , is generally preferred before a Plain Honeft 
Man, who is not in a Condition to fupply their fool- 
ilh Expences; they have bonilh'd from their Com- 

£anies thofe Eternal Lovers, who fpend their whole 
,ife in faying Soft Things to them, and make no 
Expences but of Tendernefs, they defire fomething 
more Real and Solid, I know no Reafon-why the 

M 2 Women* 
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Women fliou*d be reproach'd with being Mercenary 
and Coquettijh) *tis a Piece of Jnjuftice done them. I 
think they (hou'd be fo ? and as all things make ufe of 
their Charms to pleafe Men ; we may find the lame 
Pefires in both Sexes. 

I can by no means approve of thofe Vapourifh 
Ladies who pretend to be mefancholly when they are 
out of Humour, fince the Jfature of the Sex obliges 
Women to be pleafant ; and they ought never to dif- 
engage themfelves from that, if they have a Mind to 
Jhave the Men efteem themi They abufe themfelves 
when they believe the Glory of a Woman confifts in 
the Character of her Beauty ; no, for it is rather com T 
prehended in the Regularity of her Conduct. A nice 
Behaviour much becomes a Woman of Falhion, who 
pught not to permit any. Emancipation or Prefcriptiop 
pf Rules, but thofe which gfbod Senfe teaches. 

I do not pretend to mean by this that they ought 
to live like Savages, nor fook on Men as Seducers* but 
that they may tvitn Civility receive the Praifes they 
give them, and the Homage which they pay to their 
Merit. 

Thofe Women that take a Pahcy fo Severity are 
generally too formal, and the AfFeftation of Wit 
which they fhew when their Conduit is not entirely 
regular, renders them much more deipifeable; we 
ihou'd have much more Charity for them if they did 
not fo ^bfolutely fet up for Nuns \ their Reputation 
does not depend on the Capricious Notions of Men, 
and the Applaufes they give them, but on their 
Merit and Virtue. ' ' '" ' ' 

Th? Diftafteof fpme fiery proud Women is not of 
$hat Service that they imagine, nor does it caufe them 
to be the more reipefted. Thofe hot kind of Ladies 
have an odd Sort of Dulnefs in their Faces, aridati 
JmpreffiOn'oriirHumour, which* deprives 'them 6f 

One 
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One Part cf their Charms, by leflening their Enjoy? 
ment-, but when they have taken upon them thi$ 
Humour of Peevifhnefs, they obftinately maintain it, 
and make good the Honour of their Charadters. 

There are fome who have that Opinion of their 
Wit and Merit, that their Preemption carries then* 
to think themfelves above all the World. They h$ve 
Notions which feduce them when any thing is to be 
decided, and the Precipitation with which they are car T 
ried away, hinders them from finding the Circum- 
ftances of any Subject. *Tis thofe Opinions fpoil 
them, and make them always take the wrong Side, 
and falfe Meafures, when they are to do any thing 
that is difficult or uncertain : .And when they have, 
given themfelves the liberty to think, their Obftinacy 
hardens them ajgaihft all the Remonftrances that may 
be given them. They fay and do a Hundred extrava- 
gant things to fupport them in thi3 Humor ; liks 
thofe who difpute on the wrong Side, they do it with 
all the Fire imaginable, for fear of being contradicted : 
But they care not whether what they fay be fupporta- 
ble or no j they think the Point of Honour is not 
to yield ; and fancy they have received the greateft 
'Affront that is poffible, if they are obliged by fubftan- 
tial.Reafons to fubferibe to the Truth. That is the 
Effeft of a ridiculous Pofitivenefs and foolilhPride. 

But how hard is it to find a folid Judgment in Wo- 
men, or indeed to know what it is ; either in Men or 
*Wbinen good Judgment extends it felf infinitely large, 
and fupfSofes Very extraordinary Qualities ; it enters 
into and makes every thing feafonable, but it is not fo 
•common as *tls thought to be 5 many people flatter 
themfelves with having it molt exejuifitely nice, altho* 
they only follow their own foolifli and capricious Not 
Horn. 'Tis almoft impoflible to reform thofe tfyat 
afe pqflfefs'd with that' Evil, becayfe of the natural 
' ...» tfivo&s»k 
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,/Werfion fbme Men have of being convinced & thofe 
who really have Judgment fuffer themfelves to be lels 
biafs'd by their own Opinions, and are not known to 
boaft fo much of their Talent as thofe that want it. 
JPerfons that are beautiful eafily perceive what is fine in 
themfelves, but then they fancy that others may be 
more agreeable. 

An Excellent Artift is not like the Pbanix, for he 
does Juftice to' the Merits of others ; for Judgment 
governs our Thoughts and Ideas, and makes us know 
our felves to be what we are. Thofe who follow their 
Inclinations have little or no Judgment, becaufe in a 

rat Meafure they refemble the Beqfts^ that afl: only 
Inftmdt and Nature: Whereas 'good Judgment is 
the EfFeft of a true and perfedt Reafon, which always 
tikes the right fide in things doubtful or uncertain. 
After all this, the rarenefs of it is not to be w'onder'd 
at, fince fo many People who think' they have it, flat- 
ter, thfemfelves with- very little Reafon. 

But. they cannbt long impofe upon the Publick, for 
theif Weaknefs and ill Judgment is foon difcover*d 
when they meddle either with judging or deciding 
Controyerfies r But what appears more troublefome 
and ridiculous is, that they wou'd have Men applaud 
and agree with them in their Notions, how inoonfi 7 
ftent foever. Neverthelefs different Opinions claim 
fonte Grains of Allowance, and ought not to be con- 
firt'd under the narrow Limits and Circumfpeftion of 
corrtmon Judgment, for every Man is not endowed 
with a penetrating Genius; therefore they ought not 
to condemn other Mens Opinions, becaufe they are 
contrary to their own •, but before they condemn them, 
If heir Reafons for judging as they do ought to be. con* 
fider'd, and after all thofe Precautions they : npay be 
iniftaken. For in moft Affairs there are generally many 
eppofite Circumftances, which quite after the Cafe : 

1 ' ?Twou'd 
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*Twou'd then be very rafti to cenfure thofe who are 
not of the fame Opinion With themfelves; for 'tia 
expofing their own want of Judgment to condemn 
others. 

It may be taken for a general Rule, that there are 
few but have Judgment, in one thing or another ; the 
meaneft Sort of People, who have no Education, and 
feem very dull, argue right in their own Cafes, and 
their Arguments appear then more refinM when they 
are for their own Intereft. The moft Eflential Thing 
is for a Man to know his own Excellency, and to con- 
fine himfelf within his proper Sphere, without defir* 
ing to go beyond his Bounds : But fuppofe it never fo 
Unpleafant, capricious or falfe, Men always defire to- 
difpute about things much above their Capacities. 

There is a certain Self-conceit or Opinion that en- 
ters into the A&ions of all Men, and that's the Rea- 
fon they are determined for one thing rather than an- 
other 5 fome have a fancy for Mufick and Symphony, 
others of a more lively Temper love fomething tumul-* 
tuous, and the noife of Drums and Trumpets pleafe 
them. If it was to be enquired why fo many People 
undertake Employs which feem fo laborious, there can # 
be no other Reafon affign'd, but that 'tis according to 
their Fancy, for otherwife they might accept of nrtorfc* 
pleafant Profeffions ; but we can never better difpofe 
of our felws than after our own Inclinations, for we* 
generally fucceed in what we do with Pleafure. 

'Tis Fancy that embelifhes every thing; even the 
Produ&s of Nature and Inventions of Art cannot be 
thought excellent unlefs they be pleafing •, 'tis that 
which makes Paintings and Mufick of different Kinds 
have different Admirers; it appears in the meaneft 
things ; many Women in Stuffs^ by reafon of their 
drcfling with an Air, make a bitter Figure than o- 
thers who aredrefs'd in the rtehaft Gi«xfc8>* ^Vw^. 
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not a good Fancy: And tho* it be a difficult Matter 
to determine wherein this confifts, yet we mud not 
believe it to be barely Whim, and Imagination, but 
fomething that is Real ; 'tis a Sort of fomething which 
pleafes us, and we cannot exaftly exprefs it. 'Tis by 
Virtue of this we judge of Dre/sj Buildings &c Id 
ferves as for a Guide, and condu&s us every where. 

Nature is a kind of Harmony,- which by a ftrange 
Colle&ion of Things, makes an Impreffion on Our 
Senfes and our Reafon. This is the Origine of all our 
Paflions, which is excited by the Agreement we find 
between our Senfes and their Obje6b ; 'tis (hat Like- 
nefs and Sympathy which gives us the Pleafure of our 
Senfes ; Sympathy confifts in the Difpofitipn of one 
Objed: in favour of another. A certain Cblledfcion 
which agrees with the Organ of Hearing, excites in 
us the Pleafure which caufes the Harmony, and the 
well Undeftanding of Mufick. In like manner, as 
the Nice Mixture in Sauces caufes a certain Relifh, 
which by its Delicacy pleafes all Perfons of a good 
Tafte. 

But as the Organs in moft Men are differently dif- 
pos'd, for that reafon the Object works differently on 
their Senfes; 'tis that is the Caufe of the Natural 
Averfions which are obfervable in fomc Perfons that 
can neither fufFer the Sight nor Approach of fome 
Objefts : We may from the fame Reafons concede to 
different Opinions, fince the fame Objedts excite dif- 
ferent Senfations, according to the Difpofitions of the 
Fibres; and that which Pleafes the Palate of one, 
caufes a great Diftafte in another. 

s Tis not Tailing alone that caufes fuch different 
Imprefllons on our Organs, 'tis very probable that 
other Objedts may have the fame pffedt. Perhaps 
what feems to one Blacky may feem to another of a 
different Colour; in fhort, we cannot absolutely de-* 

termiric 
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termirie whether or no the Eyes are not like Glaflei 
differently cut, whifch after that manner changes the 
Colours of Objedts. 

There are Men of Senfe as well as Wit, who think 
differently of every thing. Thofe who are endowed 
with a fine and delicate manner of difcerning, conceive 
thofe things under hice Ideas to be thfe fame as they 
really are i Wits of a narrower Size generally conceive 
but t\fi fuperficial Part of Obje&s. Subtle Wits de- 
fine too much, and evaporate ill their Conceptions in^ 
to vain Imaginations. The difference which is obfer- 
Vable in thefe arifes from the Difpofition of the Organ* 
Diverfitjr of the Fibres of the Brain, and the Subftande 
wherewith it is fill'd. It is hot to be doubted but that 
thefe things, altho* purely material, contribute to the 
Beauty and Nicety of Wit, >becaufe the Soulj when it 
is enclosed 1 in the B6dy^ depends on the Organs, and 
thofe, Ttfhen well difpos*d* are of much greater Aid 
to it in the performance of its Duty. Suppofe £ 
Painter be never fo expert, he muft have a Pencil for 
his Purpofe when he has aim'd to draw fine and delicate 
"Lines. 

According to the Maxims of this Philofophy it is 
eafiefo judge why Perfons of Quality have generally 
more Penetration^ Vivacity and Spirit, than thofe of 
a meaner Rank : For tho* good K&ucation infinitely 
contributes ! to the Polifliing and Perfe&ingof Wity 
yet *tis f (*rtain that good Nourilhment:,* arid the Juice 
bf Nfcfc Meats, which mixts with' the Blood, and o* 
ther Htiifloursr of the ! Bodjr, fubtilifces them, anil 
W;rid6i$ them m6¥e%rojfcrfor tHe Functions of Nature. 
i Tis pdrhatfc fbr this Reafon that Men af Spirit. fcavfc 
to odd ^Ffoe, tod Livdihefs'ifl "tfifif %es, which 
diftin^ilhe^Aemfrob'eitlitfr P^ribniPv^fecle Stupidity 
k peittfa'd- bythti* duB-and languiflnng £ye*. - 
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f he little Care taken in forming the ftea/ons of 
fome Men, is the Caufe why they produce fo little in 
their Aftions j Children have Matters to teach them 
to Dance and Sing , &fc . but few or none to forn* 
their Minds,' and teach them good Senfe j that is not 
thought of; which is therefore the only Reafon why 
moil Men are more governed by Caprice and Fancy, 
than by the Guide of their Reafon, which is not fufc 
ficiently. cultivated; It muft be obfery'ct top, that 
few Men are willing to curb their Paffions* for all 
their Applications are only to find out Me^ns to juft- 
ifie thenfc arid wlien they. are forc'd to own themfelves 
to be in the wrongs they anfwer they cannot help. it. 

4 Tis not enough for Men to kno^v in what Candid* 
on they are, ?and their Duty i^ that State, if they have 
but Courage to maintain it 7 but they generally flatter 
themfelves that the World has nothing to reprqacfy 
them with, tho' grofs Faults expofe them yifh: Juftip? 
to the Fublick Cenfure ; Vanity and Preftimm ioif 
hinders them,. from knowing, thertifelves*- and-ofing 
themfelves Juftice, becaufe they have not the true d(ft 
merriment they ought to have: Mens Self-cqgceit 
ftfggefts them a Thoufand falfe Maxims tf> ijende* 
their Faults unperceivable to thenjfelves. . .-*;:,._. 

, 'Twou'd without doubt be a very .Bold; JLpjsrpftz* 
t<D» endeavour the -^ — of fome Men ; for to do,it 51 4$ 
whole Courfe of their Lives' ought to b$ : chwg^>

Men f 
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tyfcn, tho* but of indifferent Senfe, who ufe good 
Cpnyerfation, appear much more Polite than thofe of 
readier Wit unus'd to Company. Thofe who are nojp 
acp uftom'd to good Manners, know no better than tat 
diicQurfe of things out of the Way, which happen 
not in the- Conversation of the World, for they have 
no Knowledge of what is truly agreeable : Their Lan r 
guage is mear Jargon, and they appear awkward in 
the Company and Conversation of Polite People, and 
for want of ftudying the -Gift of Pleafing, they be- 
come Noifie and Troublefome. 

The Knowledge which teaches Men to live among 
People of Civility 'and Manners, is certainly prefera- 
ble .to any other; fortho' the Precepts are but few, 
the Pra&ice of them is very difficult, and requires 
more v Care than every Body will take : A Man muft 
learn to diflemble jhis diflike of every thing under the 
Difguife of good Humour and Pleafantry. Knowing 
how to £onverfe, is knowing how to Oblige; in fine, 
it,is the beft Method of pleafing, the lhort<?ft Way of 
gaining the Good- will of every Body. Men ought to 
fafhion themfelves to the Humours and Opinions of 
.their Friends. If they are Fickle and Capricious, the 
Others ought to be lb too, and endeavour to comply 
with them in their Fancies. 

Vain Perfons are eafily perfwaded that they have 
fome extraordinary Qualifications, whereby they outdo 
all their Rivals ; their Folly is to Efteem none but 
themfelves, and to have a Difregard for the reft of 
Mankind. If they are oblig f d to allow that they have 
committed fome Faults, they are foon reconciled to 
themfelves again, becaufe they think they are made 
up by fome other rare Perfections they are Mailers of. 
/Tis thus that the love of themfelves feduces them. But 
if they indulge themfelves much, they treat other Men 
lyith the more Severity, and pardon nothing they find 
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%mifs in % them; fpr they have a Secret Pleafure 1* 
jjackbiting thofe whofe Perfonal 'Merit' furmounts 
ipheirs. 

But it is high time, after this long Digreflion, tq 
return to 6ur Story again, where iwe fhall find HippoUto 
3&ing the moft Generous thipgj and Zarab the molt 
Niggardly Unfriendly Part in the World. A certain 
Old Acquaintance^ both of Hfppolito and hers, mak- 
ing Application to her Highnefs amidft the Suitors 
that waited on her for Preferment, got^ after mucfy 
Solicitation, the Promife of Favour, if he wou'd bring 
her Information of a Vacancy proper to be beftow'd 
on him ; He waited fome time with Patience, as thofe 
f hat attend on Courts muft do, at laft he heard of 
fbmething which he thought was for his Purpofe, tho* 
it was with much Diligence he got the firil Intelli- 
gence 5 he was fatisfied for all the Pains he had taken, 
pecaufe he was fure his Intereft was good, and rely'd 
entirely on it ; accordingly he went^ and told %arab he 
}ud got Information of fomething whereby ffie might 
make his Fortune for ever, arid he lygs confident he 
was come early cpougfi, befprq it cpu*d poffibly b? 
liifpos'd of. Zarab leem'd pleas'd at this Relation^ 
and told him fhe was glad he found out fuch a Thing 
that fhe coy'd ferve him in, and therefore promis'd 
him if he wou'd attend on her next Pay fhe woii'4 
give him an Anfwer, which fhe aid not queftion but 
wou'd be to his Satisfadtion ; Away went our New 
Courtier wijh full Expeditions Qf tjeing put in Poflefc 
(ion of his Defires when he caipe again j he cou'd not 
forbear fmiling to himfelf to think of the Old Proverb! 
That a Friend at Court was as good as Gold in a Man's
